THK MATTER GROWING DECIDEDLY SERIOUS. 

New York, Oct. 26.—The water-famine in 
this city is assuming dangerous proportions. 
‘The Water Department is endeavoring to 
economize, and as a result many house- 
holders found themselves this morning with- 
out a supply of water. A flood of complaints 
rushed into the Water Department. Chief- 
Engineer Newton said: “| have been try- 
ing to cut down the supply about 12,000,000 
or 15,000,000 gallons, only and you see the 
result. We must keep up the supply 
in the Central Park reservoir, and 
to do that we reduced the supply 
to the mains. There are six gates from the 
reservoirs to the supply-imains, and they have 
ali to be open from two to fodér inches only 
to let out the whole of the 95,000,000 or so of 
gallons that the ‘aqueduct can furnish daily. 
At 7:30 o’clock last night the gates were 
closed one-half inch, cutting duwn the sup- 
ply to about 83,000,000 gallons a day. ‘The 
result of that small diminution is distress in 
all the higher parts of the city. The reduced 
pressure was kept up until 12 o’clock to-day, 
and we shall have to continue the policy of 

REDUCING THE SUPPLY 
during the night, in order to keepa supply 
of water on hand for emergencies; the Cro- 
ton River is at present appgy boy 8,000,000 
to 10,000,000 galloags.a day. Under ordinary 
comiitions its 350 Syguare miles of watershed 
ought to supply the river with as many mill- 
ion gallons a day. We have at present from 
1,200,000,000 to 1,300,000,000 gallons inside the 
dam, where ordinarily we have 9,000,000,000 
gallons. ‘The storage lakes in Central Park 
ordinarily contain 1,100,000,000 gallons; new 
the smaller lake is almost empty. ‘The 
smaller Jake is within about three feet of its 
ordinary hight of water and our supply there 
is between 800,000,000 and 900,000,000 allons. 
Last night we gained in storage by keeping 
back a part of the aqueduct supply, and we 
shall have to keep up the supply eveu at the 
cost of inconveniencing the people for a 
short part of the day.” 

* How long will the present supply last ” 

“About seventeen days longer with the 
economy in its delivery that we have 
adupted.”’ 3 

One effect of the stoppage of the supply 
wus a sudden demand for plumbers to repair 
broken water-backs and boilers. The joints 
of water-pipes running back of ranges melt 
when the water is out of them, and there is 
some risk of a collapse of the boiler also. 
What adds to

fn cases of a failure of the Croton, is that the 
only way to avoid breken water-backs or 
boilers is to put out the range fires, thus cut- 
ting off the family at one blow from water 
to wash in and hot dinners to eat. 

In Vandewater street is a centre for the 
steam printing of innumerable periodicals. 
George Munro’s large establishment is sup- 
plied with its own steam boilers. Today the 
supply of water was so low as to warn the 
engineer of the danger that threatens if the 
water should grow less. The stoppage of 
the engines at the house, as also at the pub- 
lishing house of Street & Smith of the New 
York Weekly, would throw hundreds of per- 
sons out of work. Street & Smith’s boilers 
also supply powerto a number of smailer 
printing-offices in the neighborhood. 

At other places where steam power is used 
it was learned that there had been percepti- 
ble falling off in both the volume and head 
of water, and while it had not yet been suf- 
ficient to stop the engines the stringency 
had caused real alarm.

HIGH WATER. 


A Family Found by Duck- 
Hunters Four Miles from 
Dry Ground. 


The Flood At and Near Quincy 
Just Now at a Stand- 
still. 


During the Next Twenty-four Hours 
the Mississippi Will 
Rise. 


Another Break Reported in the 
Sny Levee, Near Han- 
nibal, Mo. 


A House Torn to Pieces and Crops 
Being Destroyed by the 
Torrent, 


Deplorable Condition of Affairs at Alex- 
andria and Other Places Be- 


low Keokuk. 


The Mississippi at Quincy, Ill. 
Svecial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 


Quincy, Lll., Oct. 28.—Some days ago river 
men here believed the water had reached its 
highest. Still it has continued to rise, and 
the stage is now far above all records except 
that of 1851, being eighteen feet eleven inches 
above low water. The advance of the water 
has driven the watchmen off the levee north 
of the city, and but little is known of the 
condition except that the water stands on the 
inside levee with thatin the river. No fur- 
ther breaks, therefore, are expected in the 
embankment below the city. Two cre- 
vasses are reported in the Sny Levee 
north of annibal—one at the Stilwell farm, 
and one two miles further up. A vast flow 
of water is thus let into the district, but it 


can ada very little to the general waste of , 


property. It was supposed that everybody 
had got out of the bottoms between here 
and the Palmyra Bluffs, on the Missouri side, 
a distance of about thirteen miles, but this 
morning a party of Dutch duck-hunters ouG 
in skifis found a family by the name of 
Hiuchterman in a house four miles from any 
dry ground. They had not been out for 
a week. The family consisted of the hus- 
band, wife, and three children. ‘They were 
conveyed to high ground and lodged with a 
farmer. But one mail train has run between 
here and Kirksville, Mo., since the 19th inst., 
and seven or eight business towils on the 
line of the Quincy, Missouri & Pacific Road 
are without mail or traflic facilities. West 
from Kirksville a partial mail service is ren- 
dered by pouches sent vut on the accom- 
modation train, the only train operating 
on the line, ‘The jlaunibal & St. 
Joseph trains still run, and, tBe track 
being well  ballasted and repropped, 
can continue to doso until the water puts the 
fires out in the engines, “They cam stand 
about three inches more. "The Chica;zo, Bur- 
lington & Quincy Railroad receives nothing 
for the South, and freight business for the 
Kansas & St. Louis Line is done enti rely by 
boat from here, both to Keokuk and Llanni- 
bal. Water covers the fluor of the Packet 
Company’s warehouse, and freights are han- 
died there with great inconvenienca The 
lumber-yards north of the city are all flaoded, 
and the water is up on the tiers of ice im sev- 
eral of the ice-houses. The ferry-boat finds 
no landing on the west side of the river hear- 
er than La Grange, ten miles north. She 
was employed today bringing over cattle that 
had been stranded on the railroad embanrk- 
ments and were starving. The water now 
seems stationary—probably a result of the 
crevasses in the levee below. 


Citizens of Oshkosh Indignant Over-a 
Dam Matter.

The break is 
200 feet wide. The water swept everything 
before it, and all reclaimed land behind tlie 
-levee is now under water. A house just.in 
front of the break was torn to pieces by the 
impetuous rush of the river. ‘The water 
pouring through the break moved to the 
suuthward, and carried out the Chicag», 
Burlington & Quincy trestle about 500 yarels 
from the east end of the bridge. The loss of 
stock by drowning will be considerable, but 
the main loss from this break, as well as the 
two previous ones, is corn and fences. 
estimate of individual losses can be made, 
but the aggregate loss trom the overtiow can- 
not be less than $500,000, 


The Great Drouth in the East. 

Boston, Oct. 28.—The water in Cochituate 
Lake, the source of the city supply, is very 
low and badly tainted with vegetable im- 
purities. Sudbury River is also polluted. A 
water famine is not feared, but itis thought 
pulping will be resorted to, in which case 
the supply will be reduced from 34,000,000 to 
20,000,000 millions daily.

SPORTING EVENTS. 


Haunting Up Around Oconomowoc, 
with a Crane Yarn. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Oconomowoc, Wis., Oct. 28.—During the 
past week flocks of ducks have made their 
appearance in this vicinity, stirring up old 
sportsmen to relate stories and adventures 
never before told. Our sportsinen, including 
some twenty Chicago men who make their 
headquarters here, are out this week in the 
Hustistord and Puckaway marshes, near 
Green Lake, and heavy strings of game sent 
by express are good evidence as to the suc- 
cess they are having there. The rarest thing 
captured was that bya couple of hunters this 
week, bemg a thoroughbred fighting sandhill 
crane, some five feet tall (seven feet when its 
age So fully stretched), which wae brought 
in alive. 

It was keptin the woodshed over night, 
and in the morning, forgetting to tell the 
man where they had put the dangerous bird, 
he went in, and, to his great surprise, was 
immediately attacked in a savage manner, 
Ilis.cries brought the hunters to the rescue. 
The crane now occupies a prominent place 
in a store window, after going through the 
hands of a taxidermist. 

A hunter from Minnesota describes acrane 
danceseen by him recently in that State. At 
a mile distant from where he and his com- 
panfons stood were seen, on a low, sandy 
spot of ground, fifteen cranes in a row. 
Thete was one which appeared to be the 
leader, who strutted up and down the line 
like a drum major. First the centre pair of 
cranes would waltze out about five feet from 
the line, salute each other, touch their 
bills, and polka around to the ends, 
Then the next pair would come out as did 
the first and repeat the performance with 
perhaps more skill and grace. 

Some appeared very awkward, and were 
apparently beginners, while others were very 
graceful in their movements. After watch- 
ing them an hour or so the four hunters went 
toward them with the intention of getting 
near enough for a shot, but the revelers be- 
came frightened and flew away.

Fire in a Seven-Story Brick at Ciin- 
¢ .nnati. 

CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 28.—Fire this eventoig 
broke out in the John Mitchell building, 
southwest corner of John and Secord 
streets. The building is of brick, seven 
stories high, and is 150 feet long by 100 feet 
wide. Itis divided transversely into three 
equal parts by strong fire-walls, extending 
from basement to roof. Thewhole building 
is occupied by furniture factories. In the 
middle division of the building are the 
Phenix Manufacturing Company, the Sar- 
gent Manufacturing Company, the Cigar- 
makers’ Union Manufacturing Company, 
and the Folding Llat-Rack Cun- 
pany. The fire started in the 
second story, and, without seriously 
injuring the second or third stories, passed 
up to the foruth-story and, burned out the 
fourth, fifth, sixth, and ‘Seventh stories, 
and roof of the middie division, which is one- 
third of the building. No fire passed the 
partition walls which separatea the flames 
from two equal compartments of the build- 
ing filled with inflammable material. In this 
quarter several blocks arecovered with iarge 
furniture factories, and here the greatest 
fires in the history of the city have occurred. 
The loss is about $50,000, partially insured, 
and about equally distributed between the 
firms named. It started about 8 o’clock. The 
whole fire departinent fougit it.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 28.—Tonischt att 
11:05 the splendid new Warren Memorial 
Church at the corner of Fourth and Bread 
way was discovered to be on fire. An alarm 
was quickly turned in, but before an engine 
reached the scene the ilames had burst 
forth from every side, and the hottest fiys 
known for years in this city was in full 
blast. This church, which occupied a square 
of about 200 by 200 feet, was built in the 
most magnificent style, with gothic gables 
and  mansard roof of slate and 
iron, on yellow’ pine’ girdles, and 
with galleries, and roof, and walls 
lined with white pine, being, it is said, the 
best arranged auditorium in the United 
States as to acoustics, and was as a conse- 
quence highly inflammable, and the flames 
took possession of all theDuilding upparenitly 
atone time. In fact, nothing hat a stean- 
boat cabin could develop a fire more 
rapidly. Six engines were playing on it at 
11:09, but all to no purpose, as the beautiful 
edifice is a total loss. it was erected three 
years ago, at a cost of $435,000, and 
the: congregation had just completed 
paying for it. It as insured 
for $50,000 in the Phoenix, of Hartford, Nor- 
wich Union of New York, Guardian of 
New York, Kentucky and Southern Mutual 
of this city, Phoenix of Landon, Atna 
of Hartford, and Queen of London. 
Although the roof was an improved 
truss, supported by four iron pillatfs, 
with the stress taken from the walls, the 
irons were heated so that it tumbled in and 
knocked down the north and east walls. 
Wien the north wall fell it seriously if not 
fatally injured three firemen named Walker, 
Corrigan, and Smith. 


Chicago Contributes a 820.000 Blaze on 
Fraoklin Street. 

The alarm from Box 23 at 6:28 last evening 
was turned in by James Furlong, bartender 
in a saloon at No. 90 Franklin street, upon 
the discovery of fire im a large four-story and 
basement brick building numbering 84, 36, 
88, 90, 02, and # Franklin street, immediate- 
lay adjoining on the north the Ogden House.

of the building. The shirt factory is subdi- 
vided by numerous*rame partitions, and ow- 
ing to the density »f the smoke the firemen 
found it imposs*’ple to attack the fire in this 
direction. Law jiders were mounted to the sec- 
ond-story W7.ndows, but again the partitions 
seemed te head off the streams of water, 
and it W?.5 not until several streams were dl- 
rected *hrough the windows in the rear of 
the br, ilding that the firemen were able to do 
any effective work. During the time thus 
spent the fire had made its way upwards 
t’:rough the dry pine partitions and the un- 
plastered ceilings and floors, so that a few 
moments after the second alarm great vol- 
umes of flame burst from the upper windows 
and in patches through the roof. Then be- 
gan in earnest the work of drowning out the 
fire. A half-dozen streams were cirected 
from ladders in front of the building, several 
more at the rear, one from the roof of the 
Ogden House, and one immense one from 
the Skinner escape. Within half an hour 
the smoke had changed color—the tireman’s 
token that his work is nearing an end. 

THE BUILDING 
is of exceedingly flimsy construction, and is 
owned by B. P. Hutchinson. The damage 
will not exceed $2,500, and is fuily covered 
by insurance placed by R. J, Smith. The 
tirst floor and basement of Nos. 92 and 94 are 
oceupied by the United States Distilling 
Company. ‘There was no fire below the sec- 
oud floor, and this company loses only about 
$200 by water—damage to office funiture and 
fixtures. It has $5,000 insurance upon stock,

‘ LADY BECTIVE. 


F@shion Versus Home Industry—En- 
‘glish Woolens and Foreign Fabrics— 
A Philanthropic English Lady Seek- 
ing to Drive Out “ Shoddy” and Es- 
tablish Pure Lustre Goods. 

Correspondence New York Herald. 

Lonpon, Oct. 11.—Amid the incessant and 
at present superheated strife of parties and 
of the rival factions for or against free trade 
the movement of the Countess of Bective for 
the relief of certaim depressed industries is 
worthy of more than a passing note. Lady 
Dective began to move in the direction of her 
philanthropic efforts in April last, before, 
therefore, the Fair Trade League found incep- 
tion. It is necessary to bear this in mind, as 
Lady Bective’s movement has in some minds 
become inextricably mixed up with the 
fair-trade agitation, with which it has no 
imore concern than that it seeks to give a fillip 
to janguishing British industries. It differs 
in being non-political. Lady 
Bective believes that the industries with the 
fortunes of which she more particularly con- 
cerns herself are in a depressed state from 
social and not from political causes. 

It is well known tha* her sympathies were 
first engaged by the depression and suffering 
consequent upon the declining wovlen trade 
of Bradford. In respect to this subject 
Lady Bective writes in one of her numer- 
ous pamphiets and leaflets: “ Few people, 
except. those engaged in our textile mati- 
ufactures, are probably aware how a 
freak of fashion has influenced and agera- 
vated the distress which has for some years 
prevailed in the agriculttifal districts and 
among the industrial population of this coun- 
try. Such, hewever, is the case. Prior to 
the year 1374 the leng-haired wool known in 
the trade as ‘lustre wool’ was extensively 
used in the manufacture of ladies’ dresses, 
producing a material of beautiful texture 
and well deserving the patronage of the fash- 
ionable world. A few years ago, unfortu- 
nately fer this country, the ladies of Paris 
were induced to discard the bright and 
iwstrous tabrics produced by English looms 
aid to substitute a dull material made prin- 
¢cipally of foreign wool and manufactured in 
Trance. English ladies followed their ex- 


serivus falling off in the demand for mate- 
rials made from lustre wool, and English- 
grown wool has become seriously depreciated 
in value,” 

The manufacturers themselves are unani- 
mous in assigning the change of fashion as 
the cause of the prevailing depression. 
Whatever influence hostile tariffs may have 
in the future, they do not appear to have 
been to any great extent to blame for the 

resent crisis. Such at any rate, is Lady 
sective’s opinion; and she goes on to say: 
*QOur tariffs with France and America have 
undergone no change since 1860 and 1868 re- 
spectively, yet our trade in lustre andin 
other kinds of wool fabrics attained its 
greatest prosperity in 1874, and bas steadily 
declined ever since, till in 18381 it seems on 
the point of absolute roin.” What Lady 
Bective and the ladies and others who are 
acting with her want todo is to correct by 
means of fashion the evils that fashion has 
caused. In other words, she wishes English 
women to de for British trade what French 
women some few years since did fora lan- 
guisiing branch of theirown industry. An 
article in one of the Bradford papers says: 

“The textile industries of France were, 
perhaps, as depressed eight or nine years ago 
as those of England are at present; and we 
have reason to believe that although caprice 
had a considerable deal to do with the sub- 
stitution of soft-clinging materials for the 
bright goods which we manufactured, and 
which until then were viewed with approval, 
the leaders of fashion in Paris were in a 
measure actuated by vatriotic motives, and 
sought, even by the gratification of their ca- 
price, to build up a department of national 
trade which displayed distressing symptoms 
of decadence. At all events the direct result 
of the alteration of the fashion was that the 
crooping trade of the qeney was resusci- 
tated, and the moment it revived our own 
trade declined, for, although the French 
manufactures were in no respect, either as 
regards intrinsic quality or external appear- 
ance, superior to our own productions, the 
ladies of England, Germany, the United 
States, and even our own colonies, discarded 
the iustre fabrics of the British looms, and, 
following the example of those tyrannical 
arbiters on all questions of dress who form 
the ‘court of fashion’ at Paris, they patron- 
ized the closefitting style which is better 
suited for reveali what from a Byronic 
point of view would seem to be of the utmost 
consegquence— 

“+The graceful bend and the voluptuous swell,” 
and for which purpose, it would appear, the 
soft fabrics of French manufacture are best 


adapted. 

Whatever may have been the proportions 
of patriotism and caprice in the inception of 
the fashion concerned there can be no doubt 
that to it the serious depression in the woolen 
industries can be traced. One can under- 
stand the French ladies favoring the new 
fashion, even though the amount of patriot- 
ism in it were small; but itis as difficult to 
explain as it is to defend the action of En- 
glish women in slavishly following the jead 
of their Gallic sisters. At first the protests 
of English ladies were strung and loud 
against the fashion. From a sense of pro- 
priety the new mode was condemned, but 
after much vacillation the “Committee of 
Taste,” which rules in the metropolis and de- 
termines by decrees autocratic as any impe- 
rial ukase what the ee magnon wl shall wear,

Lady Bective appeals to the ladies of En- 
gland to aid her in this work. “ Is it,’ she 
asks, *“*too much to ask the upper 
who themselves oy om alinost entirely upon 
the produce of the land and the prosperity of 
the farmers, to assist the home producers 
and manufacturérs by sncouregay the wear- 
ing of lustre worsted fabrics?” In making 
this appeal Lady Bective says she is not ask- 
ing for an inferior article to be substituted 
for a superior one, but quite the reverse; the 
dress-goods manufactured from the brieht- 
haired English wool used in the worsted 
districts being, she claims, next to prob- 
ably the most beautiful and durable arti- 
cles ever produced. This appeal has been 
responded to ina most patriotic manner, 
Besides the Duchess of Edinburg, the Prin- 
cess Christian, the Duchess of ee ey 
and the Princess Mary Adelaide, Duchess o 
Teck, and many other ladies of rank and 
fashion have ome patronesses of 
movement, and have, in addition. fre- 
solved to use British woolen fabrics 
in preference to those of foreign make. A 
numbers of Government tailors, drapers, and 
dressmakers are also giving their su lo 
the novement, among them being of 
Paris; Mrs. Mason, of London: and 
lowing houses: Messrs Debenham & 
body, Hlarvey & Nicholl, Howell James ;

The point 
which President Garfield desired to have 
made ‘* with directness and with emphasis ”’ 
was, that “durmg any war in which the 
United States of America or the United 
States of Colombia might be a party the pas- 
sage of armed vessels of a hostile nation 
through the canal at Panama ” would not be 
admissible. The objection which the United 
States has toa European guarantee of neu- 
trality has a very obvious meaning in view 
of this explanation. To make the canal neu- 
tral, or, in other words, to open it 
to war vessels, would simply furnish 
European nations an additional means 
of attacking the United .States sudden- 
ly on two exposed coasts. It would 
give Great Britain, for example, the power 
to concentrate war vessels on the -Atlantic 
or the Pacific coast of North America at very 
short notice, and before defenses could be 
prepared at any of the principal ports. So 
far as this advantage should be improved the 
canal would be a source of positive weakness 
to the United States. It would be an arti- 
ficial destruction of natural defenses. Mr. 
Blaine is certainly right in opposing such a 
proposition. The United States would bet- 
ter fight for jis rights now than defend them 
atadisadvantage in the future. There is 
another point: A guarantee of neutrality 
would mean nothing unless .it involved 
the right, ¢o: enforce the decree by al! ap- 
propriate measutes. A violation of neutrality 
would, therefore, impose upon European na- 
tio ligation to send vessels of war

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BENTLEY’S CIVIL-SERVICE SCHEME. 

The latest contribution to the discussion of 
civil-serviee reform isaletter by Mr. J. A. 
Bentiey, late Commissioner of Pensions. 
From his long experience he has no hesita- 
tion in expressing the opinion that our sys- 
tem of civil service is abad one, and insists 
that the defects from which spring the prin- 
cipal evils and abuses are connected with the 
manner in which persons are selected for 
public office or employment. [he principal 
defect in the present system lies in the fact 


service rests in the untrammeled will and 
discretion of the appointing oilicer: and the 
remedial! legislation, according to Mr. bent- 
ley, must be directed to a withdrawal of 
such discretion and the establishment ot 
fixed rules to govern the selection of ap- 
pointees, and that these rules should be 
made applicable to as many of the officers as 
may be possible, leaving nothing to the dis- 
cretion of the appointing power that can be 
regulated by law. 

These regulations he thinks should classify 
the appointive givil officers of the Govern- 
ment, thus: (1/'Those whose duties are per- 
formed among the people of a particular 
locality and’in part for their especial benetit 


ete. (2) Those like heads of departments 
and bureaus, revenue officers, foreign Min- 
isters. Consuls, clerks, ete., whose duties are 


wholly for and in behalf of the Government 


and the people ai large; and this class he 
divides into two sub-classes—those having 
peculiar and special duties or +trolding 
fiduciary and coulidential trusts, and those 
who have no such relations to the Admin- 
istration of the Government. bearing in 
mind these distinetions, he would base a re- 
form of the service by having all oflicers 
mentioned in the first class selected by a vote 
of the electors of the neighborhood where 
the duties are to be performed. Of the sec- 
ond class, the clerks in the departments and 
public places throughout the country he 
would have apportioned among the Congres- 
sional districts, and te by competitive 
examination in scholastic and general qualifi- 
cations, the examinations to be held in the 
several districts, the qualifications t® be de- 
fined by law, appointivents to be made at the 
low-grade salary, and promotions to follow 
effective service. Appointments for the Con- 
sular service to be made after examinations 
as to the qualifications for that branch of the 
service. Judges to be appointed as now, 
upon the free discretion of the appointing 
officer. The power of dismissal in all cases 
io be reserved: this reservation is necessary 
to insure dismissals when just cause exists, 
Llaving stated his proposed measure of re- 
form, Mr. Bentley says: 

The adoption of such a measure as here pro- 
pored, by practically abolishing personal and 
party patronage in the Federal offices, carries 
with it a large share of the “ personal’’ politics 
and an equal proportion sof the “ ward politi- 
cians,’ “strikers’’ and “dead-beats,”’ now so 
obnoxious in every election precinct in the cities 
and large.towns, and not unknown in the coun- 
try places. Without the patronage connected 
with Federal oificebolding that sort of peopie 
will starve or devote themselves to more useful 
occupations. it willimprove the morale of all 
purties by having less occasion to employ their 
energies in the task of hoidingin sixht the beads 
of a few self-constituted party managers and 
more time and strength for upbolding the ban- 
ner of some reputabie cause. Election cam- 
pains will consist iess of mud-throwing and 
more in the discussion of principles and meas- 
ures for the general weifare, in which the mere 
politician wiil be an unimportant factor and 
will be foreed aside to make room for the more 
intelligent and substantial classes to come to 
the front in public affairs. Dy bringing into the 
service in fair proportions representatives of 
the dierent shades of political opinion politics 
in their offensive phase will be exciuded from 
the public vilices, and the officers and clerks will 
devote themselves more exclusively to the pub- 
lic service, and bestow less time upon party 
work, endeavoring to perpetuate their own offi- 
cial lives by continuing the dominant party in 
power. 

Mr. Bentley, however, admits that this 
measure of reform is not possible, because it 
requires an amendment to the Constitution 
authorizing the same. 

In 1871 this whole subject was considered 
by a commission appointed by the President, 
and at the request of that commission cer- 
tain questions of constitutional power were

questions were founded upon that section of 
the Constitution which reads as follows: 

He {the President] shall have vower, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, to 
make treaties, provided two-thirds of the Sena-

The tirst question was made under the 
terms of the recommendation that ‘‘all ad- 
missions to the civil service shall be déter- 
mined by a competitive examination, open to 
allapplicants who have satisfied such pre- 
liminary examination-in regard to health, 
age, character, and other qualifications as 
may be reguired,” the objection to which was 
that the designation of a single person for ap- 
pointment by a board not established by the 
constitutional appointing power would vir- 
tually vest the appointment ina body un- 
known to the Constitution. 


in his opinion this objection was valid. He 
said that * if Congress can-compel the Presi- 
dent to nominate a person selected by others, 
itean compel the Senate to advise and con- 
sent to that nomination. If the foremost 
man in the conrpetitive test is entitled to 
the oflice, that test must be conclusive 
upon all whose action is reguired to 
place him in_ the. office; and, in 
fact, the action of them all is mere- 
ly formal, except that of the judges in 
the test.” The Attorney-General held that 
the objection was equally good in cases where 
the appointment was made by the President 
alone. But the same officer declared there 
was no legal objection’ to an examining 
board rendering no imperative judgments, 
but only aiding the appointing power with 
information. ‘ A legal obligation to follow 
the judgment of such a board is inconsistent 
with constitutional independence of the ap- 
pointing power.” 

The Attorney-General in that opinion 
held, assome of his predecessors in the of- 
fice had held, that “ Congress has no power 
whatever to vest the appointment of any 
employé coming fairly within the definition 
of an inferior officer of the Government in 
any other public authority but the Presi- 
dent, the heads of departments, or the 
judicial tribunals.”’ 

The other question was: “May the Presi- 
dent, under the act by which this board is 
organized, reguiate the exercise of the ap- 
pointing power now vestedin the heads of 
departments, or thé courts of law, so as to 
restrict appointments to aclass of persons 
whose qualifications er fitness shall have 
been determined by an examination insti- 
tuted independent of the appointing power ?” 
To this the Attorney-General answered in 
the aflirmative. He said that “Though the 
appointing power alone can designate an in- 
dividual for an office, either Congress by 
direct legislation, or ‘the President by au- 
thority derived from Congress, ean prescribe 
qualilications, and require that the desizna- 
tion shall “be made out of a class of persons 
ascertained by proper tests to have these 


qualifications, and it isnot necessary that the 


Attorney-Gen- | 
eral Akefinan reported to the President that | 


judges in the tests should be chosen by the 
appointing power.” 

That this is a fair statement of the consti- 
tutional law on the question there can hardly 
be any doubt. ‘To make any of the changes 
proposed by Mr. Bentley, however good and 
desirable they may be, will require a radical 
change of the Constitution. It is hopeless to 
expect that any such amendment will ever 
obtain the necessary two-thirds vote in Con- 
gress, or that it would be ratified by the 
requisit number of States. ‘Those interested 
in machine politics would never permit a re- 
form requiring such unanimity. 

The only remedy for existing evils and 
abuses is for the Government to employ such 
powers as it possesses to break up the more 
flagrant of the evils. There ismuch that can 
be done if Congress will only do it, and the Ex- 
ecutive will unite tocarry what Congress may 
do into execution. The answer of the At- 
torney-General points out what the Presi- 
dent and Congress can doin regulating the 
selection of competent persons, and Congress 
by prescribing the qualifications and tenure of 
those in office can put an end to much of the 
scandal and abuses which characterize the 
wholesale removals for causes Other than in- 
competency and misconduct. 
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THE COMMUNISTIC CRANES. 

The Cleveland Leader, in commenting 
upon the recent interview between a reporter 
of ‘Tue Cuicaco TRIBUNE and Justus 
Schwab, the lazy beer-slinger and leader of 
the Communists, or, aS they have now de- 
cided to call themselves, ** Revolutionary 
Socialists,” prints a confidential circular 
recently segt out to the brotherhood from 
the Chicago section, who are perhaps the 
laziest and most pestiferous branch of the 
do-nothings in the country. As the docu- 
ment is a somewhat remarkable one, we 
print it at length. The Chicago Revolution- 
ary Socialists say: 

DEAR FRIENDS AND CO-LABORERS: It is un- 
necessary to state our common grievances, it 
is enough to know that they exist, and, existing, 
the duty devolves on us torectify them. Wages 
are low and tood high. Let your cry hereafter 
be “Increased wages and cheap bread.” Con- 
tinue to urwe this until it is secured. Capitalists 
are PFapidiy accumulating fortunes every day 
andevery bourin the day, while your appeais 
for increased pay to enable you.to support 
your familiéa with something like’ decency go 
unheeded. Their declarauons of inability 
tu pay increased wages are lies. Be not de- 
ceived by them! Be no longer serfs. You 
number thousands toone. Compel them to ac- 
cede to your just demands! Do not attempt to 
use force until the command is given. Exbaust 
all honorable means befvure appealing to the 
other weapons which are left you. Be tirm and 
united. They are powerless against you if you 
work in concert. Once thoroughiy organized, 
the tyrants will be at your mercy. You can 
then abstain from work until your demands are 
granted. They will grant them-rather than see 
their factories, their mills, their foundries, and 
their shops closed. Do this, and if it does not 
bring an increase in wages, other means are at 
hand to compel them. When ali is ready for 
united action you will be informed. A day will 
be set when it is expected that every working- 
man in this country will stop work and not to 
resume it again until their wisbes are com- 
plied with. Let-our watchword ever be “ In- 
creased pay Or no work: 

As these “cranks” have now adopted for 
their watchword increased pay or no. work, 
let us see what that high-sounding phrase 
really means and what would be the result 
of such a policy. 

No business can be conducted without 
eating up its capital that does not pay a profit 
to the employer. Ot this the Communists 
take no note, nor does the inflexible law of 
supply and demand ever enter into their 
cranky calculations. The moment they de- 
mand such wages that the emplover cannot 
sell the goods at a profit he must close up 
his establishment. No man can keep his 
shop open when the cost of production and 
the rate of wages are larger than the selling 
price of his products. No man ever keeps 
open in such a contingency unless the loss is 
thought to be merely temporary and it is 
cheaper for him in the long run not to have 
his business disturbed. But where it is ** in- 
creased pay or po work,” regardless of the 
eost of products and what he can sell them 
for, the employer of necessity chooses ** no 
work,’”’ closes his place, and discharges his 
rapacious workmen, because it is the only 
course left that will save him from absolute 
ruin, and from being wiped out. 

But suppose that he decides to pay the ad- 
vance demanded. In order to do this he 
inust mark up the price of his goods. As the 
démand for advanced wages continues to 
increase, the prices of products continue to 
increase. As the prices increase the demand 
for the product steadily decreases, and at 
length ceases. When they have advanced 
beyond the purchasing power of the commu- 
nity, to that extent there is at least no de- 
mand for labor, and again his shop is closed 
and his workmen are discharged. When 
goods are abnormally high people do with- 
out them or economize in their use as 
far as they can, and thus labor is thrown out 
of employ. When a given article can be 
purehased for five dollars, people will use it 
four times as often as they would if it were 
twenty dollars. All employers are not en- 
gaged in a business like that of Justus 
Schwab’s, which pays 200 per cent profit, and 
will bear adulteration ad libitum. 

But take still another view of the case, 
Suppose that Schwab and his revolutionary 
rabble could carry their ends and force em- 
ployers to accede to their demands, how much 
better off would they pe? In an extraordi- 
narily short space of time the employer’s 
capital would be all lost and sunk and him- 
self bankrupts The manufactory would be 
closed because there was no money left to 
run it, and the workmen would be out of em- 
ployment again. To all intents and purposes 
the employer might as well set fire to the 
concern and end it that way. So, turn the 
matter over in which way they will, they must 
come to the same result—loss of capital, de- 
struction of business, closing up of labor; 
and as it is the one aim of this lazy horde to 
find some way of living without working, 
perhaps they are not illogical in their de- 
mands. To reduce the whole community to 
Schwabs is what these “ cranks ”’ would like 
to accomplish. It is a thousand pities there 
is not some method of incarcerating them in 
lunatic asylums long enough for their heads 
to cool sufficiently to enable them to take 
common-sense tiews of things.

COMPELLED TO CHARGE HIGH FREIGHTS. 

The railroads of lllinois are, according to 
the alleged statement of some of them, placed 
in a wost distressing situation by reason of 
U'nele Billy Smith’s recent law, contained in 
the schedule of **maximum rates” for the 
transportation of merchandise. Uncle Billy’s 
law, While it does not threaten the Chicago 
railroad officers with an endless fire, offers 
them, according to their statement, the al- 
ternatives of abandoning the business of 
competition with the cut-off and east-and-west 
lines, or of violating their uncle’s maximum 
rates by charging less. The trouble arises 
somewhat as follows: The Railroad Com- 
missioners have proclaimed a schedule of 
maximum rates, which becomes the law of 
the State on Noy. 10. This schedule is re- 
markable from the way it .is got up; 
it allows, for instance, twice as much for 
the transportation of a car-load of cornor coal 
per ton per mile for a distance less than 100 
miles as it does for three times that distance, 
and the rates for these so-called “short 
hauls” being largely increased over the high 
rates fixed by law in 1873. The Illinois roads 
running to Chicago from the south, south- 
west, and west, find themselves crossed at 
several points by roads running to eastern 
points, and these cross roads carry mer- 
chandise from all these intersecting points at 
much less rates than the schedule of the Lili- 


nois Commissioners permits the Linois roads 
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to charge for transportation to and from Chi- 
cago. Uncle Billy and the other Commis- 
sioners, not having it in their power to pro- 
hibit these cross roads carrying business out 
of the State at. low rates, the Chicago roads 
set up a complaint over the situation, and in 
yesterday’s TripuNE they thus explain; 
Now, if the Chicago roads would make the 
rates to Chicago so as to compete with the in- 
terior competing points, they would come tito 
conflict with the law. The law provides that if the 
railroads charge a larger rate for a lesacr distance 
than bec greater one, Uvey shail be subject .to 
punishment for unjust discrimination. [Uf the 
Alton, tor instance, should make a rate from 
Ashland, or the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
from Beardstown, to enable them to bring buai- 
ness to Chicago in competiuon with the eastern 
lines from these points, they would be obliged 
to baul similar freight from all stanons between 
those points and Chicago at arate which would 
be less than the rate from Beardstown and 
Ashland. Jf a rate i8 made against the 
competition of 10 cents, grain to Chicago, 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy and Alton 
Roads would be obliged to make a rate leas than 10 
cents fromall points between those stations and 
Chicago, and a. each point the rate would have to 
he iess, Which would leave a mere bagateile be- 
fore hait the distance had been accomplished. 
If these roads are compelled to adhere rigidly to 
tariff raws, they must, in self-defense, let the 
business goto the East from Beardstown and 
Ashland, instead of bringing it to Chicagwo. And 
the same applies to all other junction points. 
All that the Chicago roads can do, the ufanagers 
ray, if the new rates are put into effect, is to 
tuke Dusiness for the East to the nearest junc- 
tion pvint, and the Chicago shippers and mer- 
chanis must try to get along as best they can. 


This isa most wonderful plaint! For in- 
stance, if the schedule rates allow the roads 
to charge 40 cents for 300 miles, and 50 cents 
for 100 miles, and 20 cents for fifty miles, and 
if at the 100-mile station an Eastern line offers 
to take the business at 25 cents, the Chicago 
roads protest that they cannot do business, 
because if they do then they must take the 
business at the Afty-mile station for less than 
20 cents, ius violate their uncle’s law 
and “rat/’ gh the maximum schedule, 

‘The Cginmiissioners have doubled the rates 
per ton per inile at the shorter distances, and 
the railWays cry out that if they take less for 
hauling 100 miles than they do for hauling 
fifty miles they come in contact with Smith’s 
law and are subject to condign punishment. 
Poor, innocent, inexperienced railroad men! 
Is there not some benevolent and arithmetical 
schoolboy who will furnish these General 
Freight Agents with a scale of rates whereby 
they can escape from this dilema? 

Would th believe us that the statute 
of the Stateé does not compel them to take 
any rates, that it only prescribes rates which 
the railroads shall not erceed? It allows 
them to charge rates for short hauls largely 
in excess per ton per mile of whatit awards 
them for long hauls, but the law does not 
force them to exact these excessive rates. 

The rates for short hauls being excessive, 
all these Chicago roads have to do isto re- 
fuse the short-haul rates. Nothing is more 
easy or simple. The tariff is by no means 
uniform. If a railroad company can haul 
500 miles in Lilinois for 40 cents, itcan cer- 
tainly haul 100 miles for less than 40 cents 
and fifty miles for less than 20 cents. There 
is no law compelling them-to charge the 
excessive rates allowed them by the Com- 
missioners on short hauls, and any pretense 
that they are so compelied lacks the truth. 

The only thing the law insists on is that 
the roads cannot charge one rate at one sta- 
tion, say of 150 miles, and then charge more 
than that at another station of half or two- 
thirds that distance. 

The Chicago railroads have competition at 
certain crossing points, and must do carrying 
cheaply or lose the business: but that does 
not justify them in charging 30 cents ata 
station where there is no competition, when 
they carry from another station further off 
for 15 cents. Letthem make their rates lower 
on the short hauls, and then they will get 
business at competing points and all the 
freight of the non-competing stations. By 
making a moderate tariff at the non-com- 
peting poinis they will make up in increased 
business any loss in peduction of freight 
charges. The cheaper the people can get 
their produce and merchandise carried to 
and from the Chicago market the more stuff 
they will want hauled. 
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THE CONGRESSIONAL LIBRARY SCHEME. 

‘The efiort to create a so-called National 
Library and to induce Congress to appro- 
priate millions of money for the purchase of 
a site and the erection of a building, to be 
followed in regular succession by large an- 
nual appropriations for the completion of 
the structure and the maintenance of anew 
department in the Government, was re- 
garded with suspicion from the first by those 
familiar with the expansion of such projects 
and the lavish disbursements of public 
money thereon. It is now said that a real- 
estate ripvg is behind the affair. A recent 
dispatch from Washington represents that 
some Eastern men made a bad investment 
in property on Capitol Hill some years ago; 
that they have not been able to turn it into 
income-bearing; that a portion of the dead 
property has been unloaded upon New 
England banks, which has widened the 
cirele of “inflooence” brought to bear 
upon Congressmen; and that the bill ap- 
propriating $1,500,000 as a starter, which 
failel in the last Congress, was de- 
signed to relieve these speculators from 
their poor investuwient by the Govern- 
ment’s purchase of the property. If the li- 
brary scheme shall be revived next winter, 
it may be that the details of this private job 
will be exposed, and such an exposure may 
have the effect to put a stop to the project in 
the present shape. But that will not be an 
end of the agitation fora National “Library, 
for any excuse to establish and build upa 
new Government department will always 
find friends among professional politicians 
and the classes who hope to live upon the 
expenditure of public moneys. 

It is easy to understand that a real-estate 
ring should be anxious for a National Libra- 
ry, if the members of such ring havea rea- 
sonable hope of selling out their property to 
the Government ata high price. The mo- 
tives of Mr. Spotford, now Congressional 
Librarian, are clear enough. He has an am- 
bition to become National. Librarian, with 
increased dignity and salary and the 
control of patronage which attaches to 
an independent department. There is a 
reason, too, why United States Senators and 
members of Congress are anxious to ac- 
commodate Mr. Spofford, since he is ex- 
ceedingly useful to them when they are pre- 
paring their speeches. At the same time 
nothing is plainer than that the Government 
is in no need of the ornamental appendage 
of a National Library, and that there are 
uses enough for public money without set- 
ting up a new establishment at Washingten 
which will be of no service to the people. 
Congress has now an immense library. The 
State Department has a magnificent ¢ollec- 
tion of books arranged in what is said to be 
the handsomest room in the world. Every 
department has a special library of its own, 
selected with special reference to its wants 
and within reach of the persons who use it. 
A National Library Building in Washington, 
whether located on Capitol Hill, or in Ju- 
dicial Square, or anywhere else, would 
simply be one of the sights to show visitors, 
without being of the slightest use to any 
part of the Government. Washington is not 
a Mecca for students, and it never will be so 
long as it is in the possession of the politi- 
cians; and it is not the mission of the Gov- 
ernment to supply the department clerks 
with novels to read and rooms for dawdling 
and flirting. . 

The present quarters of the Congressional 
Livrary are undoubtedly overcrowded, but 
it is not necessary for their relief that a 


National, Library should ve erested. ‘There 
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| low for the settlement. 
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are two ways in which the pressure upon the 
Congressional Library may be relieved. The 
best way is to build somewhere near the 
Capitol a plain, capacious, fire-proof struct- 
ure of brick, which shall cost not more than 
$20,000, for keeping the books that are sent to 
the Government under the terms of the copy- 
right law. ‘These volumes constitute the 
great bulk of the growing Congressional Li- 
brary, and ninety-nine out of every hundred 
are never opened after they reach Wash- 
ington. They can be carefully preserved 
in this building for purposes of iden- 
tification in any dispute as to eopyrights 
and there will then be abundant room in the 
Congressional Library for all the books of 
reference in American history and legisla- 
tion which Congress needs. Another plan 
which. has been suggested is to extend the 
centre building of the Capitol east and west, 
build up new walls which shall correspond 
with thoseof the wings, thus giving the struct- 
ure more symmetry and obtain additional 
room for the library and committee uses. 
Such changes would not cost as much as a 
National Library Building, would serve the 
purpose of acquiring more room, and would 
add to the architectural beauty of the Capitol 
Building. This plan would also avoid the 
future annual expense of maintaining a new 
Government department, which would un- 
questionably grow out of a National Library. 
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THE SUBMISSION OF THE BOERS. 

The Boers have handsomely eaten the leek 
offered them by the English, and, after mak- 
ing a considerable show of opposition and 
bluster, have ratified the convention, and 
thus definitly settled the questions at issue. 
The English Government, tired of further 
fooling, reeently sentaforce of 12,000 men 


into the Transvaal, which was a gentle hint 


to the Volksraad to the effect that if it failed 
to ratify the convention their country would 
be occupied and substantially annexed to 
Great Britain. Rather than run such a risk, 
the Loers surrendered, after eight months of 
attempts to evade the issue, and direct threats 
to refuse to ratify if the English did not 
withdraw the provisions which were obnox- 
ious to them, the principal of whieh were 
the indemnity they have to pay and the. 
clause preventing them from interfering in 
any way with the surrounding nations, 
whom they have been accustomed to 
plunder and enslave at will. The 
war with the Boers closed last March, 
and terms were at once offered them 
and accepted, subject to ratification by the 
Volksraad after the Royal Commission had 
settled upon the details of the convention. 
‘These were submitted in April, and, as we 
have said, were continually evaded by the 
crafty Boers, until the English Government, 
getting out of patience, fixed the first of 
next month as the limit of time it would al- 
As that time is close 
at hand, and no prospect of a settlement ap- 
peared likely, the English dispatched a col- 
umn of troops to the Transvaal frontier to 


_be in readiness to enter and possess the 


country. The menace was a wholesome one, 
and the Boers submitted. Under the provis- 
ions of this convention the Boers ostensibly 
are allowed self-government, but they are 
still under the suzerainty of theQueen. The 
British retain their garrisons in the Trans- 
vaaland a British Residency will be estab- 
lished at the future capital. The whole of 
the Transvaal is virtually retroceded to the 
Boers, but the regulation of frontier affairs 


_ is kept in the hands of the English, and they 


(the Boers) have no voice in foreign affairs. 
More than this, and what they have pro- 
tested against the most vigorously, though 
to no purpose, the native tribes around 
them, whom they have always considered 
their lawful prey, are entirely freed from 


any further danger of interference, as the, 


English guarantee their security. It is ap- 
parent that the English have made no con- 
cessiéns of any importance, and that, while 
granting the Boers self-government, they are 
still almost as much under the control of the 
English as the Balkan principalities were 
under ‘lurkish eontrol prior to the war, 
while the English themselves have, gained 
an immeasurable advantage by securing the 
friendshig of the native tribes whom they 
undertake to protect against the Boers, their 
long-time oppressors and enslavers, 


THE CONGRESSMAN CLARK DIVORCE 80UIT. 
The long and interesting dispatch from 


Philadelphia which was printed in the last 


issue of THe Tripcunre touching the do- 
mestic scandal in the family of the Hon. 
John B. Clark, member of Congress from 
Missouri, throws new light upon it, and 
clearly demonstrates, whatever fault the un- 
fortunate lady may have committed, as al- 
leged by the plaintiff, that the latter is by no 
means freed from responsibility, and that his 
conduct towards his wife has not only not 
been such as should have been expected 
from a loving husband, but has been ungen- 
tlemanly in the extreme, and at times has 
been characterized by brutality.

She had occupied a clerk- 
ship in one of the departments, and her ex- 
ecutive ability as a housekeeper enabled her 
to maintain a very genteel and comfortable 
home, which was Kept up in such good style 
that Congressmen were glad to board with 
her. At thistimeshe had an offer of mar- 
riage from a wealthy Baltimore gentleman, 
who apparently was in love with her, and 
would have mate a good husband, but him 
she deliberately discarded in favor of Con- 
gressman Clark, a man who has never been 
heard of in Congress, who had none of the 
manly attractions that commend suitors to 
women, and whose principal accomplish- 
ments as displayed in her own house were 
drinking and boisterous conduct.

IN THE QUEEN’S SUITE 

are two ladies of the Court, three cavaliers, 
four chambermaids, and two lackeys. Loud 
were the cries of the crowd as the Emperor, 
wearing the uniform of an Italian General, 
made his way slowly down the steps with 
the lovely Queen clinging to his 
arm. King Humbert followed = with 
the Crown Prince. It was as 
much as the police could do to keep the peo- 
ple away from the Court carriage. The Em- 
press and Archducliess Gisela remained at 
the palace to receive their royal guest, 
There was a quiet supper last night,

THE REVIEW 
held this morning, on the Schmelzground, was 
a splendid sight. ‘The number of troops was 
limited to 20,000, but all belonged to picked 
regiments, and made 4a martial and 
picturesque display. The Schmelz 
ground is about a quarter of 
an hours ride from the palace, on

troops. of all arms were drawn up in battle 
array on the undulating field, with the tall 
Spires of the Vienna churches on the Jeft,and 
a chain of hills on the right. It is on this 
very Schmelzplain that 
SOBIESKI 
fought the glorious battle which drove the 
Turks from Viennaa couple of centuries 
ago. The morning was dull, with not a 
gleam of sunshine, and the air was bitterly 
cold, The immense green field was stretched 
before us, and ended with the long line 
of troops against the cheerless sky. Lle- 
tween us and this line was the road by which 
the Emperor and his guests were awaited. 
Mounted police in black bléuses and broad- 
brimmed, round felt hats and drooping white 
plumes rushed about the green expanse. 
At half-past 9 the general Commander- 
in-Chiet, the Prince of Thirn and Taxis, in 
pale blue and white, with a plumed helmet, 
appeared on the ground with Gen. Baron 
Philipovitch. The one had part of his face 
carried away at Solferino, and the other lost 
an arm at Novaro. They were followed 
by a brilliant staff of officers in dark- 
blue, with bushy green-feathered helmets. 
The Hungarian Lussars wore uniforms cov- 
ered with gold braid and red-plumed caps. 
The military attaches were in full dress, 
some with caps and others with belimets, all 
dazzling with bright colors @xi waving 
plumes, They took up their stand close to 
the road by which the sovereigns were coni- 
ing, and faced the line of hills. 
SEVERAL HUNDRED CARRIAGES 
were behind us, with all the rank, beauty, 
and fashion of Vienna shivering in the air, 
despite their sable wrappers. At 10 o’clock, 
punctually, the Emperor and the King 
arrived in an open carriage drawn by 
four horses, The Emperor wore a Field 
Marshal’s uniform, a pale blue jacket, dark 
blue breeches, broad red and white sash, the 
insignia of the Annunciation Order, across 
his breast, and a large green-plumed helmet. 
Ile had a most soldierly appearance. The 
King wore the uniform of an Italian 
General, dark blue jacket, light gray 
breeches striped with white, and the narrow 
cherry ribbon of Maria Theresa across the 
shoulder,boots which came up to the thighs, 
and a helmet with gigantic plumes standing 
on end two feet high. r 
THE MONARCHS 
were followed by the Grenadier Body-Guard 
of the Emperor, in dark uniforms, with big 
fur bonnets. The crowd cheered lustily, the 
bands played the **‘ Marcia Reall,”’ the ltaman 
military march. Five horses had been 
brought to the ground for the King, the 
favorit steeds of the Empress. ‘The King 
alighted to come near the horses, which an 
aide-de camp had led up to the carriage. 

HIS GIGANTIC PLUMES 
frightened the horse, which resolutely re- 
fused to let the Italian monarch bestride 
him. The King tried all the animals. One 
after the other they were scared as soon as 
they caught sight of him. The Emperor sug- 
gested his dofting the wonderful beimet. The 
King did so, and got bareheaded across the 
back ofa high black mare. ‘This episode oc- 
cupied fully a quarter of an hour, to the 
great amusement of the crowd. By this 
time the Empress, the Queen, Princess 
Stephanie, and [Princess Gisela, with 
the ladies in waiting, came in 
sight, drawn in three carriages, each 
with four horses and preceded by an. out- 
rider. The horses were ridden and led by 
two jockeys a la Daumont, in orange jackets 
and black caps over powdered wigs. In the 
the first carriage were the Queen of Italy 
and Princess Stephanie. in the second the 
Empress with a lady of honor, in the third 
Princess Gisela and the Crown Prince Ku- 
dulf, 

TUE QUEEN OF ITALY 
hada black seal-skin mantle, a bewitching 
brown plush bonnet, with long cream-white 
pheasant plumes drooping on each side. The 
Empress wore no furs, but a close-fit- 
ting, check-patterned Scotch tweed dress, 
a black felt hat, with green and 
red feathers. Both looked charming. Their 
appearance elicited enthusiasm such as I 
have rarely seen. ‘The crowds literally 
bolted forward, vociferating their loyalty, 
and the ladies all waved their handkerchiefs. 
The Queen seemed especially delighted with 
their reception, and bowed repeatedly with 
a winning smile. The Emperor and the 
King welcomed their consorts. 

THEN THE REVIEW BEGAN, 
Francis Joseph having the King on his right, 
between him and the front of the troops, fol- 
lowed by the Crown Prince and the Prince of 
Thirn and ‘Taxis. The general officers 
and military attachés led the way, 
the Queen and “(Princess 
in their carriage following next, and 
Immediately behind came the Empress. As 
they passed before each regiment the special 
band played the spirited double-quick Ital- 
ian march. When the Imperial party had 
been through the ranks they left the troops, 
swept across the emerald field, and took their 
stand on a rising ground to witness 

THE DEFILE, 

the Emperor having the King on his right, 
with the Queen and the Empress drawn up 
at some little distance in the foreground. 
Here they stood while each company filed 
past in lines. As each regiment came 
on, the band took up a posi- 
tion facing the sovereigns. Its Colonel 
saluted and cantered up the right of the 
Emperor, the regiments "marching between 
the lookers-on and the bands, all of which 
played up to their old reputation. @The King 
frequently expressed his admiration to the 
Emperor as the Hungarian infantry, the 
Polish Uhlans, the Austrian Jaegers, the 
artillery in their bright uniforms came past 
in capital order, with 

THEIR TORN AND TATTERED BATTLE-FLAGS 
flying in the wind. ‘The King saluted these 
fiags, as did all present, and especially the 
Empress, who bowed with unconcealed ad- 
miration as her pet Llungarian regiments came 
up, every man of which had his head turned 
toward the lovely Queen of Hungary. 
By 12 o’clock the review was over. After 
the review there was a quiet luncheon at the 
llofburg Palace. At 2 o’clock.the King and 
Queen drove out to call upon Baron Von 
Ilaymerle’s widow to express their sympathy 
for her great loss. It should be mentioned 
that 

THE MEETING BETWEEN 

AND THE EMPEROR 
was planned by Count Kobilant, but to Baron 
Von Haymerle’s intervention the King owed 
his much wished-for invitation to the 
Austrian Court... The King and Queen were 
accompanied in their visit to the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs by Count 
Hians Wilezer. They were received by 
Baronness Von Haymerle, Maj. Von Hay- 
merle, and Baron Ludwig Erlanger. Their 
Majesties remained in the apartments of the 
Baroness twenty minutes. Afterward they 
paid a short visit to the Grand Dukes AI- 
brecht Wilhelm and Rainer. ‘They were back 
in the palace by 4 o’clock. In the meanwhile 
the Italian statesmen Signori Depretis and 
Mancini had‘a conference with the Secre- 
tary of State, Herr Von Kallay, with whom 
they remained a whole hour. Count Ducha- 
tel, ambassador of France, whose leave of 
absence had not expired, came back sudden- 
ly last night. At5o’clock this afternoon a 
dinner was laid at the Hofburg palace 
in the Alexander hall, a square, 
lofty, oaken paneled dining-room.

IN POLLING HERE 
for members of the Reichstag yesterday no 
conservative or anti-Semitic candidate re- 
ceived enough votes:to entitie him to enter 
as acandidate iu-the second ballot. Herr 
Henrie, a notéfious Jew. baiter, only 
received 800 yotes out of 40,000. The 
news from the provinces denotes 
the strengthening of the Liberal ranks. 
‘The defeat of the Conservatives is most sig- 
nificant in places where the Government put 
forth all its strength to support them.

THE FIGURES

Jerr Hassenclever 
polled 10,647, against 18,590’ or Hlerr Klotz, 
Progressist candidate. The votes for each of 
the other candidates were insignificant, but 
in the aggregate were sufficient to prevent a 
majority tor any oue candidate and to render 
fresh ballots necessary.

Further returns from the elections show 
that the National Liberals lost considerably 
at Dantzic, Hamburg, and Magdeburg.

Paris, Oct. 28.—The reopening of the 
French Parliament attracted a large number 
of people to the Chamber of Deputies today.

A GREAT IMPRESSLON 
by this singularly opportune communication. 
The delay in making it, however, seemed so 
very suspicious that, instead of elicit- 
ing cheers, it provoked a_ general 
burst of hilarity, accompanied by sev- 
eral derisive groans. ‘The second incident 
was this: Just before he was proclaimed 
President, M. Gambetta made a somewhat 
stagy entry, and (as if by accident) pro- 
ceeded to take a seat on the second 
ministerial bench, where he stayed 
some time talking to a friend.

JAPAN. 

YoxounAmA, Oct. 11.—The dispute in the 
silk trade continues, foreign merchants re- 
fusing to buy from the guild under its pres- 
ent rules, and the latter declines to alter the 
same. The foreign merchants have ad- 
dressed a circular to the native producers iu 
the interior calling upon them to ignore the 
guild and deal directly with them. The in- 
fluence of the guild is very strong, and its 
action is generally supported by the native 
bankersand merchants throughout the coun- 
try. The Japanese silk-dealers in Yokohama 
and Tokio have also issued circulars to pro- 
ducers, and the replies show that the feeling 
of the producers is with their countrymen. 
A large meeting was held yesterday by the 
Japanese, and resolutions were adopted in 
favor of direct trade. ‘The silk market at 
present is wholly blocked to foreigners. 

The Corean Government has ordered a 
number of cannon to be made in the Osaka 
(Japan) Arsenal, and sent officials to watch 
the process of manufacture. <Also some 
Corean youths have arrived to learn typog- 
raphy.

Story of the Fire Department Which 
‘Danville, fll., Now Has in Its Jail. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

DANVILLE, IIL, Oct. 28.—Probably the most 
damnable conspiracy ever perpetrated against 
a community has been unearthed in our city 
within the last twenty-four hours. During 
the past eighteen months over seventy fires 
have occurred, and over 50 per cent of them 
have been incendiary, involving a loss to our 
citizens of many thousands of dollars. Two 
separate occasions threatened the entire de- 
struction of the city. Theories have been 
advanced, plans laid, experienced detectives 
brought here, and still incendiarism went 
right along, getting worse as time 
passed, until the matter became so 

s that some thirty days ago Mayor 
Dickson issued a proclamation offering $1,000 
“to any one who would detect and bring the 
parties to justice. Several days ago Officer 


hung at Charlotte, N. C., in the presence of 
thirty-six spectators. The execution took 
place in jail. His neck was broken by the 
fall, and he died without astruggle. In 
twenty minutes he was cut down. His body 
was given over to his family, who buried it 
near the grave of his victim. Johnston was 
25 years old, and came from Greenville, S. C. 
In January, 1889, Johnston killed an old col- 
ored man and robbed him of all the money 
he had—15 cents. This morning a few 
hours before the hanging a_ reporter 
visited the murderer in his’ cell 
and talked with him-.freely about the crime. 
Johnston came out of his cell in a white, 
clean shirt, and wore a pleasant look on his 
face. He said that he did not dread his im- 
nding doom—that lie expected to go to 
leaven, as his sins had all been forgiven. 

“You think you will be able to meet death 
with a firm nerve?” asked the reporter. 

“I know so. I believe the Lord will save 
me from Hell.” 

Jvlnston then confessed his crime, and ac- 
knowledged that his sentence was just. 
When brought face to face with the gallows 
he evinced little or no alarm. He complacent- 
ly looked upon the dangling noose and the 
other paraphernalia of death. His last words 
were, “Save me, Lord.”’ 

DALLAS, Tex., Oct. 2.—Jack Post was 
hanged today in the presence of thousands 
of people. The gallows was erected on a 
hill near town, and, some time before the 
hour fixed for the execution, it was sur- 
rounded by a crowd, who waited for the 
terrible scene as for an exciting show. 
Many negroes flocked from the plantations 
astuacircus. Many had lunch-baskets, and 
ate and drank and cracked jokes, waiting 
tor the Sheriff and the condeinned man.

~~‘ ERISH LAND LAW. 


The Benefits It Confers upon Tens 
ant Farmers. 


Fair Rent and Security of Tenure— 
| ™ Arrears of Rent. 


Leaseholders—Laborers—Acquisition of Land: Peas- 
ant Proprietors—Emigration. 


‘The Dublin Freeman, Oct. 12, publishes 
the following “statement as officially commu- 
nicated : 

The new Land law effects a great and most 
benelicial change in the position of the Irish 
tenant farmers. The benefits it confers may 
be brietly stated as follows: 

Every existing tenant from year to year in 
Ireland of an ordinary agricultural or pas- 
toral holding is entitled to have a fair rent 
fixed for his holding, either by the County 
Court Judge or by the Land Commission, or 
jit may be settled by agreement With the land- 
jord, or by arbitration. Whenever a tair 
rent is fixed either by the court or commis- 
gion, or by agreement, or by arbitration, the 
rentcannot be raised or altered tor fifteen 
years, nor can the tenant be disturbed dur- 


jing that period. In the last year of the fif- 


teen years the tenant can again get the rent 
settled, and a new term of fifteen years 
granted, and so on. It is not, therefore, 
merely a term of fifteen years which the ten- 
ant gets, but practically a term renewable 
every fifteen years. It amounts to this, that 
the tenant paymg a fair rent and treating the 
land in a proper tenantable way, and not 
subdividing or subletting his farm, will be 
safe from eviction or arbitarary increase of 
rent, and his rent cannot be increased 
by reason of his ewn improvements. 
Every tenant may sell his tenancy to 
one person at the best price ‘he can get, but 
the Jandlord is to have first the right of 
buying, at a price either agreed on between 
the parties.or to be fixed by thecourt. There 
are provisions in the act authorizing the Land 
Commission to advance money to tenants to 
enable them to purchase their holdings and 
beconie absolute Owners in them. ‘There are 
also provisions enabling tenants for life and 
other limited owners to give leases in per- 
petuity to tenants. ‘These provisions will 
now be explained more in detail. 

FAIR RENT AND SECURITY OF TENURE. 

Every tenant from year to year, whether he 
holds under a written agreement or not, has 
acquired the following riglits: 

1. If the landiord demands an increase of 
rent, however small, the tenant may adopt 
any of the following courses: 

|. The tenant may agree to the increase, 
and then he is entitled to hold for fifteen 
years (called a statutory term); and during 


- which term the rent cannot be increased, and 
- duting the last tWelve months of the time he 


may apply to have a fair rent fixed and geta 
fresh term of fifteen years; andso on from 
time to time. 

2. The tenant may decline to pay the in- 
crease, and may at onee apply to the Civil 
Bill Court or the Land Commission tofixa 
fairrent, and he thereby gets a statutory 
term of fifteen years at the fair rent so fixed, 
with the like right to a fresh term if he 
pleases to apply at the end of the fifteen 
years at a fair rent to be then fixed, aind so on 
from time to time. 

3. He may refuse to agree to the increase, 
and way not care to go to the court to havea 
fair rent fixed, in which case he may either— 

(a) Sell his interest in his holding: or, 

(b) Lf compelled to quit, he will be enti- 
tied to compensation for disturbance, which 
has been largely increased from what it was 
in the Land act of 1S70. 

®. But although the landlord may not de- 
mand au increase of rent, the tenant may 
consider his present rent too high, or the 
landlord may consider it teo low. in such 


ase— 

1. The tenant alone, or 

2. The landlord and tenant together, or 

3. The landlord, after demanding an in- 
crease of rent, or after failing otherwise to 
agree with his tenant, may apply tothe court 
to fix the fair rent, and in such case the ten- 
ant will aequire the statutory term with the 
like benelits as before. It is to be always re- 
membered that by “the court” is meant 
either the Civil Bill Court or the Land Coui- 
mission, at the choice of the person applying. 
The fair rent, when fixed, is called a oe a 
rent, and it is to be ascertained after hearing 
the parties, and having regard to the interest 
of the landlord and tenant respectively, and 
considering all the circumstances of the case, 
holding, and district. No rent is to be niade 
payable in any proceedings under the act in 
respect of improvements made by the tenant 
ar his predecessor in title, unless the tenant 
has been paid or otherwise cympensated by 
the landlord for such improvements. Thus 
it follows that 

No tenant can have an arbitrary increase 
of rent put on him, and that 

No tenant can have his rent increased by 
reason of any improvements he or his pre- 
decessors may have made, unless he has al- 
ready got the value of them from the land- 
lord. 

No tenant can be disturbed in his holding 
during a statutory term so long as he pays 
the rent and observes the statutory condi- 
tions. 

Every. tenant can sell his holding for the 
best price. ' 

The court may require the tenant to sell 
his holding, or any part of it, to his landlord, 
receiving full compensation as may be agreed 
on, or if necessary tixed by the court. whep 
it is required for the good of the holding or 
estate, or for buiJding ground, or for labor- 
ers’ cottages, or for places of religious wor- 
ship, schools, dispensaries, or residences for 
clergymen or schoolmasters. 

The statutory conditions on which the ten- 
antis to hold his farm during the statutory 
term are the following: 

1. The tenant must pay his rent. 

® He must notcominit persistent waste. 

3. He must not, without consent of the 
landlord, subdivide or sublet, or erect addi- 
tional buildings. But manured conacre or 
letting the grass of lands is not to be con- 
sidered subletting. 

4. He is not to do an act whereby his hold- 
ing becomes vested in an assignee in bank- 


rupety. 

5. He is to permit the landlord to enter for 
the purpose of mining or quarrying, cutting 
timber, etc., on the terms of the landlord 
paying for any damage done to the building. 

@ is also to let the landlord, and persons by 
his authority, come on the lands for sporting 
Purposes. 

6. He is not to open a public-house on the 
holding without the consent of the landlord. 

If he fails to pay his rent the landlord may 

the ordinary ejectment for hon-pay- 
ment of rent, but the tenant will have the 
usual right to redeem for six months after 
the actual execution of the decree. 

The observance of the above conditions 
will be of the utmost importance whether 
the tenant has a statutory term or not, as, if 
he is obliged to sell by reason of nonpay- 


_ ment of rent or not observing any ot the 
other eg ee 


the purchaser from him 
will not have the right to have a fair rent 
fixed, but may hold on for the rest of any 
existing statutory term. If he violates any 
of the other conditions the landlord may 
serve notice to quit, but the court has power 
to stop any proceedings on such notice to 
quit, allowing the landlord damages merely 
for any injury done him. 

As has been stated, the tenant may proceed 
to have his case heard in the Civil Bill Court 
before the Chairman, or, if he prefers, he 
may go to the Court of the Land Commission 
in the first instance; moreover, if the land-

When atenant has once obtained a statu- 
tory term by having his rent fixed. if the jand- 
lord serves a notice to quit, or brings an 
ejectinent in consequence of the tenant vio- 
lating any of the statutory conditions, then 
the tenaut may apply to the Commissioners, 
and thec ourt has power to stay the proceed- 
ings if the conduct of the tenant be fair and 
reasonable, compensating the landlord for 
any damage he may have suffered. 

LEASEHOLDERS. 

Tenants who hold under lease will be en- 
titled, on the expiration of the lease—pro- 
vided the lease expires within sixty years 
from the passing of the act, that is, before 
i41—to hold on as present tenants, and thus 
to lave all the benefits of the aet. Where 
leases have been taken by tenants since the 
passing of the Landlord and Tenant act, 
1570, coutaining unreasonable or unfair pro- 
Visions, and such leases were accepted by 
the tenant under threat of eviction, or through 
the undue influence of the landlord, the 
tenant is entitled, at anytime before the 
2xl of February, 1882, to apply to the court 
to be relieved from the lease, and to hold as 
prcoens tenant, with all the rights and privi- 

eges of such tenant. Henceforth no tenant 
holding a farm valued at less than £150 can 
contract himselt out of the act by written 
agreement or otherwise. Provision is made 
whereby a landlord and tenant may agree, 
the one to grant and the other to accepta 
lease for any term of years exceeding thirty- 
one years, on such terms as they may agree 
upon. The lease must be settled by the court, 
and unless it be for a term of over sixty 
years, the tenant on its expiration will be a 
present tenant, and have all the rights of 
free’ sale, fair rent, and. security of tenure 
conferred on a tenant from year to year. 
The landlord and tenant may also agree that 
a tenancy may become a fixed tenancy—that 
is, that the tenant» shall hold forever, either 
at a rent agreed upon once for all, or else, if 
the parties wish, subject to revision every 
fifteen years. The lease must be approved 
of by the court where the landlord is only 
tenant for life, or otherwise a limited owner. 
LABORERS. 

The court may sanction the resumption by 
the landlord of part of the holding tor the 
benelit of laborers in respect of cottages, 
gardens, or allotments, on such conditions 
and terms avit may think right, including 
full compensation to the tenant. A tenant 
may, after notice to his landlord, let any por- 
tiou of his land not exceeding half an acre 
for each laborer, and not efeceding one let- 
ting for every twenty-one Jacres of the ten- 
ant’s holding, subject to selection and ar- 
rangement as to rent by the court, with or 
without dwellings, to laborers employed on 
the holding. In fixing the judicial rent, the 
court may require cottages to be built and al- 
lotments made, and determine the rents to 
be paid for same, for labourers. ‘Tenants will 
be entitled to apply for an advance of money 
for the purpose of building dwellings for !a- 
borers, under the Landed Property Lmprove- 
ment acts. 

ACQUISITION OF LAND—PEASANT PROPRIE- 
TORS. 

1, A tenant may agree to buy from his 
landiord his holding. The agreement may 
be negotiated and completed through the 
commission at a fixed price. The commis- 
sion may advance three-fourths of the pur- 
chase money, and the landlord may agree to 
leave the remaining one-fourth due upon the 
security of the premises. 

2. lf acompetent number of tenants on an 
estate are able and willing to purchase their 
holdings the commission may purchase the 
estate and sell the holdings to the tenants, 
and advance three-fourths of the price, which 
shall cover all expenses. 

3. All advances must be repaid by an an- 
nual sum for thirty-five years at 5 per cent. 
At the end of that period the holding will be 
the tenaut’s property forever,rent free. The 
tenant may pay off the sum due to the Com- 
missioners more rapidly on terms favorable 
tu himself if he find it convenient, 

4. So long asany holding is subject to an 
advance made by the commission the pro- 
vrietor must hold it subject to the following 


,conditions: 


(a) He shall not subdivide or sublet it 
without consent of the“ygmuuiission, but he 
may sell. ’ 

(b) lf he becomes bankrupt the commis- 
sion may sell the holding. 

(c) On death of proprietor, if the holding 
should become subdivided by devise or in- 
testacy, the commission may require same to 


be sold. 
EMIGRATION. 

When a sufficient number of persons in 
any district may desire to emigrate, thé com- 
mission has power to advance money to 
assist emigration, especially of families, from 
the more thickly-populated districts. The 
cominission will secure the satisfactory ship- 
ment, transport, and reception of the emi- 
grants, and will see to their proper care and 
comfort in all cases in which they give as- 
sistance for the above purpose. 

The aboveare some of the greatadvantages 
conferred on Irish tenant farmers by the 
Land act (lreland), 1881, which provides for 
all security in their holdings, the fixing of 
fair rent, and the right of free sale; and af- 
fords the op.ortunity to occupiers to be- 
come the owners in fee of their holdings. 

It is not intended by the foregoing state- 
ment to set forth or includeall the provisions 
of the act, but only to afford a general view 
of its more important provisions.

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SALE OF PUBLIC LANDS. 


Great Increase in 1881—Large Quanti- 
ties Entered in the South. 

The number of acres of land disposed of 
each fiscal year from 1871 to 1881, both in- 
clusive, under the Homestead, Timber-Cult- 
ure, and other acts, and. located with agri- 
cultural scrip, is as follows:

It will be noticed, in conneetion with the 
above figures, that the sales of public land 
for settlement began to fall off during the 
fiseal year 1873, which endedin June, before 
the panic in September following; that the 
sales continued to decline during the fiscal 
years that the business depression prevailed, 
reavhing the lowest figure in 1877; that dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1878, six, months prior to 
specie resumption, and nearly a year before 
the general revival of business, the sales 
were donble those of 1877; and that during 
the past three years and a half of business 
activity the sales have increased at a rapid 
rate, aud were more than three times as large 
in 1881 as in 1877. ‘These comparisons would 
seem to indicate that not the least of the in- 
fluences which brought about the conditious 
favorable to specie payments and which 
brought business prosperity to the country 
was the rapid development of the agricult- 
ural resources of the country. The large 
crop of wheat, etc., which was sold in 
Europein 1878 brought to the farmers a large 
return of money, which, in turn, was ex- 
pended for the products of the manufacturer

In 1879, wheu the land sales were five and a 
quarter million acres in excess of those of 
1877, the number ot immi 
177,526. Thus it appears this wonderful 
movement of settlers to the public lands had 
been going on three years before the tide of 
immi setin anew. These facts would 
indicate that the settlers of the public lands 
are largely natives of the country or those 
who have not recently become residents of 
the United States. Doubtiess the movement 
in the beginning was caused by a lack of em- 
ployment in the older portions of the coun- 
try during the protracted period of business 
depression. 2

The above includes all of the sales of land 
except small quantities in Llinois, lowa, In- 
diana, and Ohio. There are several points 
of interest in these figures, among which are 
the following: That, while the sales of pub- 
lic tand in the South do not constitute a large 
proportion of the whole, 1,100,000 acres of 
the 2,100,000 increase of 1881 over 1579 Is In 
that part of the country; that the largest 
sales are in the wheat-growing countries of 
the Northwest, Dakota taking the lead, and

China knows all about the pawn-shop, and the 
uses of that dubious cstabiishment. ut their 
monetary transactions are conducted in a man- 
ner much more favorable to the borrower—that 
is, the public—tbhan among ourselves.

They are in the 
habit of doing tbis, not because they stand in 
want of money—far from it: they may be at the 
moment at the hight of alllueoce—but simply 
because the pawn-shops aflord the safest, most 
convenient, and generally the best wardrobe 
they can procure. Not only do they obtain the 
advantages of this depository without payment 
of rent, but they bave also the use of a certain 
amount of money, which, as a rule, they are 
able to. lay out ata considerably bigher interest 
tban that which they bave to allow to the pawn- 
broker. That the arrangemeni does not tend to 
the unduc advantage of aciass of usurers, but 
really benetits the community. is proved by the 
result: for, although China has been called * the 
land of pawubroking,” there are fewer uure- 
deemed piedges there thaninany other coun- 
try. Thus the impecunious Chinese have all the 
adventanes attaching to a pawn-sbop, with none 
of the inconveniences which people in other 
lands endure.

THE RECORD WHICH FRED SOMMER, 
now Democratic candidate for County Commis- 
sioner, wade during the Colvin régime is neotone 
calculated to rally to bis support the . business 
men of Chicayzo. In the Council which held 
sway from December, 1874, until May, 1876, Mr. 
Sommer represeuted the Sixth Ward, the city 
being then divided into twenty wards. That 
Council was not an especially salubriocus one, 
aud probably contained a larger percentage of 
men who were “onthe make” than bad been 
known since the days of. the original and only 
* nineteen.” It was a time wheu 
the “ boys ”’ rau the City- Hail, 
aud easy-going Mr. Colvin was powerless either 
to restrain or to guide them. Very fewof Cbhi- 
cago’s merchants or property-owners bave yet 
toryotten how near the city was to bankruptcy 
in tnose days, when the laborers on the street 
were compelled ia April, 1876, to petition for the 
payment of their wages due since the previous 
November, and city warrants went for groceries 
at GUcents on the dollar. 

In this unreformed and unreformable body 
which prolonged ts own reign until swept out 
of existence by an exasperated ‘peuple, and 
which denied the citizens the right to elect 
their own officers, there were a few chuice 
spirits who formed the power behind the throne 
and ran thimes to suit themselves. Useless and 
unnecessary oOllicials with bigh salames and no 
‘ work were multiplied and fiourisbed at the ex- 
pense of the taxpayers. The “gang” was 
livelier and more powerful than ever before. 
There is no needtoe name the individuals here, 
for With but one or two exceptions they have 
been relegated to their native obscurity, and any 
one curious to read over the jist can finditia 
the old records or the files of the papers. Mr. 
Summer gave bis vote, as these records show, 

WITH HILDRETU AND TOM STOUT, 
Corcoran and Sweepey, ou about every occasion 
that the yeas and nays Were called. 

In those days there was.a good deal of legisla- 
tion pertainig to street railroads, very neves- 
sary and desirable thingsin a great city.. But 
at every turn,apd twist with regard to street- 
railroad franchises. or legislation, somebow or 
another, whether it wasa motion to pass ora 
motion to reject ano ordinance, to defer or to 
expedite, the name of Sommer appeared in the 
sume column with these of the “gabg.”’ It was 
all the same tu bim whether the crowd were in 
the majority, as they too often were, or in the 
minority, as occasionally bappened, Sommer 
stuck with them. There were two things be 
could always be depeaded upon for—to vote 
with the “gang” andto move to adjourn, or 
support a motion for that purpose. He sup- 
poried on Jan. 4, 1875, the scheme fora charter 
election which foisted Calvin on the community. 
Tboat election was carried by torce and ftraud, 
and ied to endless litigation, difficulty, and loss. 

When it came to a consideration of the esti- 
mates ot the City Controller four the fiscal year 
eoding March 31, 1376, when Mr. Hayes was com- 
pelled to recommend the scaling of salaries, the 
substitudon of smalier burners on the street- 
lamps, and the abandonment of all street im- 
provements, and the cutting down of the school 
system, a few members of the Council made a 
gallant effort to retrench expenditures and 
restore the credit of the city. But, during the 
daily discussions on the Appropriation bill after 
it came from the hands of the Committee of the 
Whole, while a banaful of economists were 
fightwg for the reduction of expenses, the 
Aidermanh from the (then) Sixth Ward was not 
on band, nor did he get around in timeto vote 
on the tinal passage of the bil. 

But he turned up at the next meeting, and 
thereafter could be found on almost every occa- 
sion when a borse-railroad bill or

was under discussion, voting steadily with the 
. old crowd. When,in March, 1876, the Appropria- 
tion bill for the next year was being considered, 
_Mr. Sommer was iu his place and voted con- 
stantiy with the non-economists. The city 
elccuon, whicb resulted in sweeping out the un- 
suvory clement, cume aloug, and Mr. Sommer, 
consistent to the last, cast his fina) vote in the 
old Council (except the vote to adjourn) against 
the motion of Ald. Cullerton that the clerk 
should be instructed to announce the votes cast 
for Thomas Hoynefor Mayor. He had with him 
Fitzwerald, Hildreth, Bailey, O'Brien, White, 
Ryan, Stout, Mabr, Sweeney, and Corcoran, and 
completed his work in the company that he had 
run with all along.

Chicage Only aun Overgrown Village, 
and Very Dirty at That. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune 

CHICAGO, Oct. 28.—-Itis a Just comparison to 
Say that Chicago resembles a person splendidly 
attired but shod with dirty and disreputabie- 
looking sboes, aud with a general air of neglect 
and untidiness pervading the whole fine rai- 
ment. 

There is not a city of any pretensions upon 
the continent that bas not a more metropolitan 
and citified look about its streets thau the great 
overgrown village of which we are in some re- 
spects so justiy proud. Loston is not tobe 
named in the same breath; even Hartford, 
Rochester, Syracuse, and numberiless other 
places are far superior to us ic their finish. 

Honestiy, is it not time to pay a little atten- 
tion to detail and tie looks of things bere in 
Chivago’ An intelligent observer said to me the 
other day Unat the retirement of such a wan as 
Waller from the direction of the Public Works 
wasrenily in the line of an improvement, because, 
though boveet, be stood for the old village school 
of city administration, whose notion of city 
streets apd city improvements was based upou 
what they bad been accustomed to all their 
lives—nere or in some small town. | think the 
criticism a just one, 

Chicago, with its 600,000—soon to be a million— 
of people, must be paved, cleaned, policed, and 
generally managed like London or Paris, or 
even Boston or New York, for we are far be- 
hind eitber in sbabbiness and dirt. Until we get 
up out of the mud, we cannut expect to sacrifice 
everything to economy. We must have a city, 
economically if possible, but still a city, and nut 
ay overgrown Village. . 

Of course our system of local assessments is 
much to blame, but even that cannot account for 
all of our condition. We need some honest 
Haussmann who shballtake boid of our dirty, 
shabby streets, our cheap bridges, built in the 
approved rural style, appropriate in Jobn Kin- 
zie's time, and all our other juvenile faults and 
weaknesses, and turn us outa city fit to live ia, 
and not merely as some one—many aone, no 
doubt—has expressed it, ** Only a place to make 
ioney.””

Washington Street Boulevard. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune 

CHICAGO, Oct. 28.—Mr. Carter, in his communi- 
cation of last Monday, iguores the statements 
and charges made in my previous letter, and 
confines bimseif specially to finding fault with 
Messrs. Lawrence and Wilson as being the 
source of my information. It matters not in 
this coatroversy from whom the information is 
obtained, provided it be true and correct. The 
ouly issue here is, Are the Commissioners doing 
their duty in the matterof the Washington street 
improvement, or are they not? Any one who 
has paid the most casual attention to the work 
knows they have not, and if the Commissioners 
were placed as witnesses on the stand they must 
convict themselves. The contracts were not let 
according to the ordimance.. The work done 
under the contracts is not as good as called for 
in the contracts. The sources of. information 
need not be deep to know this. This the Park 
Board knows. Will Mr. Carter piease tell us 
why the improvement was ict in two contracts, 
Union Park being the dividing line, if it 
not that the work be done on 
parts of the street at the same 
time, and, if this be the reason, why 
bas little or nothing been done on the west part. 
Mr. Carter tells us tbat the reason why the 
change was made from eigbteeu inches of stone 
to fourteen inebes was because of the rise in 
wnaterial, etc., between the time of making the 
estimates and the letting of the contracts. Now, 
this cau searcely be the true reason; the esti- 
mates were made and confirmed in March and 
the contracts let the following June; stone and 
labor had advanced but little between those 
dates. Mr. Carter must surely be mistaken, for 
we find by refereuce to the original estimate of 
cost of the work, made under the ordinances, 
calling for tweive incbes of limestone (a0 slag) 
and six inches of granit, eighteen incbes in all, 
and the contracts, us let, calling for tea inches 
of limestone and four inches of granit, that they 
show the contracts to bave been let for nearly 
$30,000 less than the original estimated cust. 
This money put into the improvement would 
have made it as g¢ as the ordinauce 
called for. Since it bas not been so placed will 
the Park Board please rise and explain why— 
and teil us at the same time what they propose 
to do with this excess? The public wants a good 
street and are willing to pay a fair price for it. 
Had the work been done as cail for in the 
ordinance a good street would bave been made, 
lt was the plain duty of the Park Board to bave 
let the contracts according to the terms of the 
ordinance and had them fully complied with, 
and they would by so dving bave saved iD- 
selves much trouble and deserved censure, and 
West Wasbington street when completed would 
bave been better tban a dirt road like Michigan 
avenue where flat bottomed boats and dugouts

This pro- 
gram was successfu.ly carried out. 

At the conclusion of President La Baume’s re- 
port a motior was adopted reimbursing him for 
bis expenses at Springfield. The following Com- 
mittee on Entertainment was appointed: Dr. 
G. C. Somers, Chaplain C. D. Kumsay, R. J. 
Kroff, Maj. E. 8. Wheeden, and Anton Schiffen- 
eder. It' is intended to get up a first-class en- 
tertainment for the purpose of raising money to 
defray the expense of sending a man to Wasb- 
ington to urge the passage of the Kvifer 
bill.

LYRICS OF HOME-LAND. 
Among the handsomest of the gift-books 
which the gradual approach of the holiday 
season is already bringing out from the 
presses of the publishers a volume of poetry 
from a local book house is wortliy of especial 
attention. Its covers are handsomely de- 
signed, in good taste, and entitle the volume 
to a place on the parlor table. ‘The paper is 
thick and smooth, the type clear, and the 
proof-reading carefully done. Some of the 
illustrations have a familiar look, but there 
is nothing particularly unpleasant in occa- 
sionally greeting a familiar face when in 
the company of strangers. The volume, 
whose appearance is so creditable to its pub- 
lishers, is entitled ‘Lyrics of Home- 
Land,”’ and the author’ of the 
poews it eontains is Mr. Eugene 
J. Hall, well known to readers of THE 
TRIBUNE from the number of his poetical 
contributions which have already appeared 
n these columns. Severalof the fifty-fuur 
pieces in this collection first saw the light in 
this journal, but many have been written 
especially for this work. Mr. Hall is a facile 
verse-writer. His pen is ready at all times 
and on every provocation. His poetry hasa 
natural ring to it, his measures run along 
smoothly, and his favorit themes, like Will 
Carleton’s, are taken from the most homely 
subjects. As, for instance, to quote some 
of the titles: “ The Highway Cow,’ * Peleg 
Stow,” Farmer Brown’s Dream,” * The Old 
Garret,” “The Old Farm-Gate,”’ “The Old 
Stone Mill,” ‘Goin’ fur the Cows,” “Two 
Leetie Empty Stockin’s,” “Crows in the 
Corn,” “The Achin’ Back,” “The Second 
Wife,” “Song of the Woodchopper,” 
and the like. Mr. Hall divides his 
oems into five classes: Rustic Rhymes 
lome Memories, Bucolic Ballads, Songs of 
Nature, and Society Sketches. Most of the 
selections are too long for reproduetion, but 
we make two or three extracts from “Songs 
of Nature”’ to give an idea of this author’s 
style to those who are unfamiliar with it. 
‘Take a verse from “The Mountain Stream ”’: 
Murmuring stream, 
Brightly you beam, 
Through the fair valieys you glisten and gleam, 
From the green bills, 
From the clear riils, 
Turning the wheels of the mossy old mills. 
Murimuring stream 
Glide on your way; 
Glitter and wleam, 
Day after day; 
Leap through the vales; iaugh in your glee; 
Greet the wild gales of the tathomiless sea. 
Asa sample of a different kind of verse, 
take the short poem, ** Roll, Waves Roll’’: 
1 stand upon the sombre shore, I watch the lead- 


en sky, 

I see the storm-ciouds coming, and the tall white 
ships go by: ; 

The seagulls on their restless wings are burry- 
ing to and fro, 

The waves are wildly beating on the ragweed 
rocks beiow. 


The sky grows dark, the night comes on, the 
Wind begins to roar; 

The lightuings tlash, the thunders crash along 

trembling shure; 

The wrecks are beating on the strand, the sig- 
nai lights I see— 

Heaven! Keep my darling fromall harm, and 
bring bim home to me. | 


Roll, waves—roll, waves—wildly roll away, 
Leap along the sandy shore, white with foam 


and spray. 
Blow, winds—blow, winds—softly o’er the sea,

Schoolmaster.” Here are a couple of stanzas 
with the title ** Aunt Rebecea’”’:

A sallow spinster, somewhat old, 
Whose mellow ave was seldom told. 
Her hair was gray; ber nose was thin; 
It nearly toucbved her toothless chia. 
Life’s weary work and coustant care 
Had worn a face that once was fair. 


The chores were done; the feast was spread; 
Ali took their seats, and grace was said. 
They ate the savory chicken stew 

So juicy and so well cooked through. 

Before them rich, round dumplings swam 
On steaming plates, with cold boiled ham; 
With feathery biscuit warm and light; 

With currant jam and honey white, 

And, crowning all, a good supply 

Of yellow, mealy pumpkin pie. 

Mr. Hall’s muse is versatile and uncon- 
ventional: he rhymes easily and pleasantly; 
his poems come home to the people’s hearts, 
if they are not entitled to rank with the best 
poetry, or if the thought back of the lines is 
commonplace and the treatment not espe- 
cially artistic. “Lyrics of Home-Land” 
will be a favorit holiday book, and proves 
good workmanship on the part of both 
author and publisher.

Ward’s lecture had to do with the * Babes in 
the Wood.” That supposition wasa great 
mistake if the first volume is to be considered 
a fair sampk of what is to come. In his 
‘Washington Irving” Mr. Charles Dudley 
Warner furnishes a condensed but sufficient- 
ly comprehensive biography of his subject, 
and then makes a critical analysis of his 
work and of his rank among authors. 
Of Irving’s life there was very little 
left to be told since the publication 
some ten years ago of Irving’s “Life 
and Letters” in five volumes, edited by his 
nephew, Peter Irving. New editions of his 
works have been issued at different times, 
and about a year ago, Mr. Bryant, Mr. War- 
ner, and Mr. Putnam prepared essays on 
Washington Irving which were bound to- 
gether constituted an appro- 
priate and reliminary volume to the 
* Geottrey rayon” edition of his 
writings. The essay by Mr. War- 
ner in that volume served as the foundation 
upon which this volume was built. In that 
essay Mr. Warner expressed a belief “that 
Irving’s position will be somewhat higher 
than the present critical estimate of him.” 
In the book just published he “ ventures to 
that the verdict (as to Irving’s 

in American literature) will 

in accord with much 

ot the present prevaient = criticism” 
and then a few vages further on he says 
* that the total impression left upon the min 
by the man and his works is not that of the 
greatest inteilectual force.” So that in the 
future Mr. Warner predicts a_practical re- 
yersal of his own criticism. The last two 
pages in the book are the same as the last 
one in the essay, and treat of Irving’s “ moral 

quality. 4 

Mr. Warner has certainly written a very 
admirable book,and one which will no doubt 
be widely welcomed. Irving’s character, 
life, and genius were thus concisely summed 
up by ackeray: “In his family, gentle, 
generous, good-humored, affectionate, self- 
denying; in society, a delightful example of 
complete gentiemanhood; quite unspoiled 
by prosperity; never obsequivous to the great 
(or, worse still, to the base and mean, as 
some. p@blic men are forced be 
in his and other countries); eager tw 
acknowledge every contemporary’s merit; 
always kind and affable with the youn 
members of his calling; in his vrofessiona 
bargains and mercantile dealings delicateiy 
honest and teful. He was at the same

If travelers fail to know what to expect 
and what to see when they pay a visit to 
Norway and Sweden it will not be from any 
lack of books on the gubject. And this 
Northern land which has been so long left 
unexplored by tourists and pleasure- 
seekers bids fair to become the best 
known and the most thoroughly visited 
of any of the European countries 
outside the beaten track of the annual 
voyagers. There is a fascination about the 
regions around the Arctic Circle. Their at- 
tractions are so different, the manners and 
customs of the people so peculiar as com> 
pared with the countries and people further 
south, that “ll who give any time to their 
visitation. come back thoroughly enchanted 
and ready to renew the acquaintance the 
first time they are afforded an opportunity. 
We still remember Bayard Taylor’s *Suin- 
mer in Norway,” and have but just put aside 
Mr. Vincent’s “ Norsk, Lapp, and Finn,” 
where Miss Tyler claims a place and a hear- 
ing for her “Story of @ Scandinavian Sum- 
mer.” She did not intend to visit these 
places, had no  Overmastering desire 
to gaze.upon the modern realm of the 
ancient Gustav Vasa. Itwas in her imagi- 
nation a barbarous, inhospitable, inacces- 
sible region ugtil she came across some en- 
thusiastic travelers just returned from atour 
from Christiania to the North Cape. At once 
the journey seemed not only feasible and pos- 
sible, but essential, to her happiness. She 
went, she saw, and the result was— 

Three munths’ sunshine bound in sheaves. 

Miss Tyler tells very pleasantly the story 
of her wanderings, and conveys a great deal 
of just the kind of information the traveler 
wants and the guide-books do not contain. 
She used her eyes and her ears to some pur- 
pose, and now proves her ability to make the 
pen reconvey to the public what the two im- 
portant organs mentioned had borrowed.

OUR FAMILIAR SONGS, 

In a large volume of hearly 700 pages, 
handsomely bound and beautifully printed, 
Hielen Kendrick Johnson has collected over 
300 standard songs of the English-speaking 
race, arranged with piano accompaniment, 
and preceded by sketches of the writers and 
histories of the songs. “* They are not popular 
songs merely,” she says in her preface, “ nor 
old songs exclusively, but well-known songs 
of various times, on almost every theme of 
human interest. They are the songs we have 
all sung, or wished we could sing; the songs 
our mothers crooned over our cradles and 
our fathers hummed at their daily toil; the 
songs our sisters sang when they were the 
prime donne of our juvenile world; the 
songs of our sweethearts and our boon 
companions; the songs that have 
swayed popular opinion, inspirited ar- 
mies, sustained revolutions, honored the 
King, made Presidents, and marked histor- 
ical epochs.” The biographical sketches are 
interesting and valuable, especialiy when re- 
ferring to authors but little known. The 
plan of the work and the method of its execu- 
tion are both admirable, and the book is 
worthy of sincere praise and deserves a cor- 
dial reception from the public. The music 
has been edited by Prof. Edward S. Cum- 
mings, and, although the notes are small, they 
are clearly and distinctly printed. The vol- 
ume is divided into parts entitled, respect- 
ively, Songs of Reminiscence, Songs of Home, 
Songs of Exile, Songs of the Sea, Songs of 
Nature, Songs of Seutiment, Songs of Hope- 
less Love, Songs of Happy Love, Songs of 
Pieasantry, Convivial Songs, Political Songs, 
Martial, and Patriotic, and Religious Songs. 


THEOLOGICAL WORKS. 

The Rev. Newman Smyth, of Quincy, IIL, 
is among the most vigorous thinkers of the 
younger orthodox clergy. He is not only 
thoughtful, but learned, a thorough Ger- 
man scholar, and well versed in all the va- 
rious types of Christian theelogy. He has 
written two volumes that were published 
two or three years ago—one entitled “ The 
Religious Feeling,” and the other “Old 
Faiths in New Light.” Both of these vol- 
umes have been highly commended: We 
have now from the press of Charles Scrib- 
ner’s Sons a small volume of Mr. Smyth’s 
sermons, called “* The Orthodox Theology of 
Today.” In these sermons he considers, 
first, The Churehes and Creeds: then the 
question, Does Orthodoxy Misunderstand 
God? thirdly, Forgiveness and Suffering; 
fourthly, Imperfect Theories of the Future 
Life; fiftnly, Negative and Positive Elements 
in the Conception of the Future Life: and 
lastly, Social Immortality. Mr. Smyth’s 
view of The Churches and the Legitimate 
Uses of Creeds is at once liberal and con- 
servative. He contends that every Church 
must have a creed, but denies that the creed 
should be so framed or employed as to re- 
strain free thought.within the limits of an 
essentially Scriptural theology. He re- 
garis the true orthodox idea of God 
as being comprehended inthe declaration 
“God is Love ”—rejecting the doctrine that 
the prime characteristic of God is Arbitrary 
Will or Sovereignty. The discourse on this 
subject is well considered. In the sermon on 
Forgiveness and Suffering the author pre- 
sents substantially the view of the elder 
Edwards. Grave questions might be urged 
in regard to his thought that the atoning sac- 
rifice consisted in Love sorrowing for Sin. 
This sorruwing of Love for Sin in the person 
of Clirist at a particular time, to make for- 
giveness possible to the Divine nature 
apart from its relations to the Divine gov- 
ernment, involves a cenception which some 
will find it difficult to comprehend. On the 
subject of the Imperfect Theories of the 
Future Life Mr. Smyth suggests, and seems 
inclined to aecept. views that will be seri- 
ously questioned. At the same time he does 
not avow any doctrine that is esteemed 
heretical by the Evangelical Churches. But 
his intimgtions in regard to the possibility of 
another probation after the close of the 
present life will cause his discourse 
on this topic to be scanned with 
critical eyes. The note appended to this 
sermon will be more criticised than the ser- 
mon itself. The discourse on Social Immor- 
tality will repay a careful perusal. Asa 
whole, the discussions of Mr. Smyth, as 
given in the volume before us, are adapted 
to quicken reverent thought, and to lead to 
further inquiries in respect to the limits of 
allowable belief in the orthodox Churches. 
If they suggest some doubtful hypotheses, 
they contravene others that are more doubt- 
ful. In these days of awakened thought on 
theological subjects, devout questionings 
must be permitted at least far enough to de- 
termine whecher or not any readjustments 
of the received faith are necessary. 


The third volume of Frederick Albert 
Lange’s History of Materialism has just 
been published in this country by Hough- 
ton, Mifflin & Co., of Boston, as translated 
from the German by Ernest Chester Thomas, 
of Oxford, England. This volume, which 
completes Lange’s great work, carries for- 
ward the histury from Kant to the pres- 
ent time. First, the -author continues 
from the second volume the _ sec- 
ond section on the Natural Sciences, 
considering the Scientific Cosmogony, 
Darwinism, and Teleology. In the third 
section he continues the Natural Sciences in 
relation to Man and the Soul. The fourth 
section is devoted to Ethicai Materialism and 
Religion, which closes the whole history. 
We have already noticed the second volume. 
The present volume contains a masterly dis- 
cussion of the later Materialism, and brings 
the history down to the present time. The 
subject is attracting great attention at this 
day alike in Germany, Great Briiain, and the 
United States. There is no reason to appre- 
hend that Materialisin in its balder form will 
be generally accepted for any long period in 
any part of the world. It presents many 
problems that tend to bewilder minds that 
are incapabie of independent inquiry. But 
there are elements in every man’s mental 
constitution that so tend to enforce faith in 
immaterial and spiritual realities as to for- 
bid that any large proportion of serious and 
well-designing persons should conclude that 
there is noth beyond the realm of physical 
sensation. It is, however, exceedigly de- 
sirable that such works as this of Lange 
should be read and studied by those who are 
disturbed by the plausible suggestions of 
scientific ond philosophical matertesien- 


MISCELLANEOUS WORKS. 

Prof. Goldwin Smith has reprinted in book 
form a score or more of essays contributed 
by him at different times te various maga- 
zines and journals in this country and in En- 
gland. Prof. Smith has tong enjoyed the rep- 
utasen of being an able and entertaining 


writer, as well as asound and liberal ; 
on the topics of the time. Those who will 
read this volume, of which, by the way. only 
a limited number have been printed, will be 
confirmed in the opinion they may have al- 
ready formed by hearsay of the author’s 
merits, and will derive considerable useful 
in formation on the different subjects treated, 
No political questions are discussed, as Prof. 
Smith intends to put the thoughts scattered 
over his politieal essays and reviews into a 
more connected form before long, 


Prof. Mayor in his “Sketch of Ancient 
Philosophy from Thales to Cicero” has done 
little more than to prepare a handbook for 
the teacher or student fired with the desire 
to study the works of the oldest philo- 
suphical writers. His little volume has the 
merit of conciseness and of clearness, but we 
very much doubt the propriety or justice of 
classing it as “easy and interesting” read- 
ing. It is a book for classical scholars, 
abounding in Greek and Latin quotations, 
which only the learned could hope to under- 
stand or appreciate. 


“ Southern Rambles ” claims for its author 
an individual concealing his identity under 
pseudonym of “* Owen Nox.” To whom 
he. owes them he does not state. The book 
is a funny book—a professediy humorous 
work modeled to some extent upon certain 
pe ag of humor compounded by one 
ark Twain. There is material for, say, a 
dozen good, hearty laughs in this pamphlet, 
but the wit istoo often vulgar and never 
very refined. it has the merit of brevity, and 
treats of a visit tu the Floridian paradise of 
alligators and other annoying insects. 


Capt. Poole, of the United States army, 
was detailed in 1869 to actasan Indian Agent 
among the Sioux of Dakota. He has embod- 
ied the results of his observations during his 
eighteen months’ service in that capacity in 
a sinall volume which D. Van Nostrand & 
Co. have published. Capt. Poole did not en- 
joy his position, nor has he any very great 
admiration for the red men in their aborig- 
inal state. Bat he does not believe in trying 
to. turn them into agriculturists by force 
when they show decided inclination for a 

astoral life. The position of Indian Agent 
Snot an easyone tw fill, and is subject to 
many discomforts. “Without the bound- 
aries of civilization, isolated from the asso- 
elauions and comforts of a home, pestered 
and tormented by some of the worst 
specimens of white humanity, seeing the 
credulity of the Indians imposed upon, and 
the good effects of honorable dealing neutral- 
ized, often traduced and villified by men 
whom he may have thwarted in some netari- 
ous scheme, made to share the consequences 
of deficiency in supplies over which he never 
had control,and made responsible by the 
public for any outbreak among the untamed 
and tantalized savages under his charge, his 
lines are not castin pleasant places.” The 
agents are generally inefficient and inexperi- 
enced men, holding their positions by uncer- 
tain tenure, There should bea more thorough 
system ot accountability, increased salary, 
and a jonger term of office, with a probability 
of reward for faithful service, to improve 
the efliciency of this classof our public 
servants. 


A life of “‘ Fichte” is the latest addition to 
the series of ** Philosophical Classics for En- 
gliish Readers,” edited by William Knight. 
The subject of this memoir is much better 
remembered asa German patriot than asa 
metaphysician. Mr. Adamson admits that 
there does not now and never has existed a 
school of followers of Fichte, and that there 
are not probably over halfa dozen students 
of his works. Fichte’s system was never 
complete. It has only served to make clear 
much that was obscurein Kant, and to give 
a wider range tothe method of philosoph 
characteristic of the Kantian system, wit 
which it has practically been merged. As 
there has pever been any English work on 
Fichte’s speculative labors, this volume sup- 
plies an omission in the history of phiioso- 
phy which but for its publication might 
never have been noticed. 


Prof. Fowler, of Oxford, has made another 
contribution to the philosophical literature 
of the time by writing a condensed biography 
of Bacon and appending thereto a presenta- 
tion of the nature of his philosophical opin- 
ions and the character of the revolution he 
endeavored to effect in scientific method. 
Dividing Bacon’s work into three classes— 
the philosophical, the literary, and the pro- 
fessional—Mr. Fowler takes each class for 
separate discussion. The sketch of the life 
of the “father of experimental philosophy” 
is too brief condensed to be interesti 
or valuable. In other work 
be found satisfactory. 


“We were a homely family, we Von Ari- 
dens. Unitike our parents, there was notone 
of us that could boast of even one handsome 
feature, and, even if any ot us did happen to 
have one moderateiy respectable, it was so 
overtopped by another outrageously ugly 
that we lost sight of what little excellencies 
we did own in mourning over our too promi- 
nent deficiencies.” If the qualification had 
been added that the family was also remarka- 
bly uninteresting, and the account of its do- 
ings, spun out to some 500 pages, was rather 
tedious reading, the account of **We Von 
Aridens” would have been truthful and 
complete. A short story might have been 
made out of the material in this volume, and 
have been readable. In its present shape it 
is an uninteresting work of fiction. 


“He Giveth His Beloved Sleep ”’ is the title 
of a iittle holiday volume in which each 
verse of Mrs. Brownine’s poem has its illus- 
tration. It is the same plan that has been 
already carried out in “Rock of Ages,” 
* Nearer, My God, to Thee,”’ and other relig- 
ious poems. The engraved work does not 
appear to be of remarkable force or original- 
ity. 

Jules Verne is a writer whose popalaay 
appears to inerease with time. His story of 
**Michael Strogoff; or, A Courier of the 
Czar,’ first published some years ago, is now 
republished in a handsome volume at a re- 
duced price. The story is merely a history 
of adventure; but its narration involves the 
recital of innumerable geographical facts, 
and thus wisdom is made to walk hand in 
hand with fiction. 


Mr. Gallagher’s verse, in “* Miami Woods 
and Other Poems,” runs along smoothly and 
evenly, and, although a purpose appears to 
be lacking in the chief poem, there is no little 
beauty in the versification. The “* Miscella- 
neous Poems” are the ieast satisfactory. We 
have room for a few lines fromm the poem: 
Miami Woods! What eays the mighty Past : 
Tw the still mightier Present. from the midst 
Of ali these vestices of centuries gone, 

That strew the plains and hills around? I ask 

The question thousands have thus asked before,

The Forthcoming Fat-Stock Show in 
Chicago. 

Arrangements for the forthcoming fat- 
stock show are being rapidly pushed for- 
ward. Mr; J. L. Moore, of the State Board, 
who again fills the position of Superintend- 
ent of Stalls and Forage, is at the Exposi- 
tion Building hurrying forward the erection 
of stalis and pens. Mr. Moore states that 
there will be extra stall room to accommo- 
date twice the number of cattle exhibited 
last year, and thé provision for their care and 
handling will exceed any previous exhibi- 
tion. He is somewhat discommoded by sam- 
ple cases and stock of goods which were 
shown at the Exposition and which 
have not yet been removed, but an- 
ticipates no difficulty in having every- 
thing ready for the reception of stock 
as early as Wednesday next. The arrange- 
ments thus far made are of course based 
upon the entries already in the hands of the 
Secretary, but, as large numbers of addi- 
tional entries are being received, and will 
continue to arrive until after Monday, it is 
probable, if not certain, that every inch of 
space-allotted will be occupied. In past years 
the people of Chicago have not given these shows 
the patronage which they deserve. There has 
existed a prejudice against them, arising largely 
from a prevailing impressian that the e xhibi- 
tions are intended solely for stock-raisers; and 
there bas also been an impression abroad that 
the show was neither a clean nor safe place for 
ladies and children. Nothing could be further 
from the truth. The stalls and pens are 
kept in a very cleanly condition. and so far as 

ety is coucerned every animal is securely 
tied and carefully watcaed, rendering vicious 
attacks or accidents of that kind impossible. A 
special endeavor will be nade to make the show 


attractive, and it ia the aim of the managers to 
afford every comfort and convenience for visit- 


ors. 

It is estimated that during the week at least 
10,000 breeders and feeders of stock will visit 
the city, and as a matter of course they will toa 
very large extent utilize the opportunity to do 
a vast amount of trading, thus adding very ma- 
terially to the volume of business in all brancbes 
of trade.

Increased Demand for Thoroughbred 
Bllis. 

It has been proven by repeated experi- 
ments that no “scrub” beef in which the fat 
is not and cannot in the nature of things be 
evenly divided will give the rich flavor of 
the marbled steak or roast cut from a thor- 
oughbred or high-grade animal. As an edu- 
cational measure, this fact has become so ap- 
parent that there is an universal endeavor 
among feeders and extensive ranchmen to 
procure fine-bred bulls, whereby their herds 
are improved by good crosses, and they are 
thereby enabled to-zo to market with bul- 
locks for which six and a half cents is 
freely paid, and the feeder rendered corre- 
spondingly happy.. The days of stringy beef 
are virtually past, and the consumer can 
now procure meat that is palatable and 
digestible. The microscope has had mucl 
to do with this improvement, and to this 
searching examination of the texture of meat 
may be attributed much ot the present uni- 
versal improvement. 

The demand for high-crossed grade beef 
has reached every portion of the country, 
even to the districts from which cattle are 
driven long distances to a it having 
been conclusively proven to satisfac tion 
of herders all over the country that the cross 
must be made if they hope to compete suc- 
cessfully with feeders whose cattie range is 
within easy access of the creat market cen- 
tres. The result has been that for months 
past thoroughbred young bulls have been in 
great demand, nearly every breeder in the 
evuntry being in receipt of more orders than 
he ean possibly fill. itis not unlikely from 
present indications that prices for 
choice’ stock of this character will 
rule very high during the coming 
winter, and the spring trade will be 
unprecedented. Hign prices, however, will not 
stop the meritorious efforts in the line of im- 
provement, as it bas been demonstrated that 
quality is necessary,and good young things 
will be sought even at fabulous rates. All this 
is very encouraging to breeders, who at the 
present moment are upon the threshold of a gi- 
gantic * boom.” 

if it were within the province of science or 
practical knowledge to ins the progeny of 
thoroughbred cattle, the raising of bulls ex- 
clusively would become aimost universal for 
many months to come, but, as this is a matter 
beyond the control of man, it must follow that 
all well-bred stock will bring outside prices at 
no distant day. 


A Genuine Boom for the Polled Cattle. 
Tue TRIBUNE recently referred to the in- 
creasing popularity of the Polled breeds of 
eattle, and late events prove that there is a 
growing fancy for these sleek, hornless 
animals. Within the past week a number of 
black Polled cattle have arrived in this city, 
several of which are to be forwarded to the 
farm of John V. Farweil, in Nebraska. 
Findlay & Andersen, of Lake County, 
have been adding to their herd of Polled 
stock, but the most conclusive proof that the 


highest honors of the Paris Exposition were 


not unworthily bestowed ‘ts found in the fact 
that Col. John T. Gillette, the greatest 
breeder on this continent, is about to 
import quite a herd of these cattle. 
Col. Gillette’s pastures in Logan County 
have never been  profaned by any- 
thing but a Short-Horn heretofore, and 
rere has always been to raise a high 
grade of beef cattle, and no man In this eoun- 
try bas ever excelled himin quality. His repu- 
tation has made on Short-Horn stock, and 
it is indeed an innovation to introduce Polled 
cattle upon his estate. The grand Sweepstakes 
id medal awarded to the Scotch cattle at Paris 
as resulted in a craze for them, and, while there 
can be no question of their excelient beef quali- 
ties, it is fair to presume fashion cuts no 
mean figarein the present demand for them.

The Norman horse 
now occupies an enviable posimon in the es- 
teem of Western farmers and others who re- 
quire teams for heavy work, but very recent- 
ly there has developed a growing tancy for 
the feather-legged Clydesdales, which will 
result in a grand struggle for the position of 
supremacy, If prices of draft-lhorses abroad 
establishes relative merit, the Scotch horse 
would seem to be the favorit. Norman horses 
of excellent pedigree can be bought in ce 
today at astonishingly low prices, while the 
Clydesdale breeders are demanding and receiv- 
ing very high prices for horses of relatively 
breeding. A Norman stallion recently 

bt into this State. and who is considered 
worthy to stand at the head of a famous string 
of bis kind, was purchased in Europe for . 
while a Clydesdale of equal points of excelience 
was recently abtppes into illinois for whom his 
resent owner paid $3,000, There is undoubted- 
y great merit in both of the families, and time 
will prove which is preferable for general use in 


this country. 


The Bereford Convention. 

On Tuesday, Oct. 8, the National Associa- 
tion of Breeders of Hereford Cattle will hold 
their annual meeting at the Grand Pacific 
llotel in this city. It is expected that the 
attendance will be very large, as nearly 
every breeder of Herefords will be in the 
city attending the fat-stogk show to be held 
during that week. This association is an ag- 
gressive one, its members being thoroughly 
enthused with the conviction that their tavor- 
its are the coming tribe, and destined to sup- 
plant all others in popularity and usefulness. 
This state of rosy expectation may or may not 
be justified, but certain it is that the association 
of Hereford breeders is one possessed of anima- 
tion and eaterprise enough to make themseives 
heard. A jittie of the same aggressive spirit 
and determination might witb profit be infused 
into the sluggish veins of the advocates of other 
breeds, who seem to have reached a position 
which they consider impregnable.

LBLAINE’S NOTICE TO FOREIGN POWERS. 


The following essential part of Secretary 
Biaine’s “ identical note’ to American Min- 
isters in Europe concerning the neutrality of 
the Isthmus Canal was omitted by the agent 
of the Western Associated Press, who sent 
out a badly mutilated copy of this important 
diplomatic communication: 

Such |foreign] ownership [of canal stock] 
With ite attendant rigbts is ian the United States 
amply secured by the laws of the land, and on 
the isthmus is doubly secured by the local laws 
of Colombia, with the oy ee may wuarantee of 
the United States. Norin time of peace does 
the United States seek to bave any exclusive 
privileges accorded to American ships iu respect 
to precedence of tolis through an intereceanic 
canal any more than it has sought like pifvileges 
for American goods in transit over the Panama 
Railway, under the exclusive control of an 
American corporation. The extent of the priv- 
jieges of American citizens and ships is meas- 
urable under the treaty of 1446 by those of 
Colombian citizens and ships. it would be our 
earnest desire and expectation to see the world's 
peaceful commerce enjoy the same just, liberal, 
and rational treatment. It is as regurds 
the political control of such a canal as 
distinguished from its merely administrative 
or commercial regulation that the President 
feeis calied upon to speak with directness and 
with emphasis... During any war in which the 
United States of America or the United States 
of Colombia might be a party, the passage of 
armed vesseis of a hostile nation through the 
canal at Panama would be no wore admissible 
than would the passage of the armed forces of 
a nation over the railway lines joining the At- 
lantic and Pacific shores of the United States, or 
of Colombia, and the United States of America 
will insist upon her right to take all needful 
precautions against the possibility of the isth- 
mus transit being in any event used olfensive- 
ly against ber ipterests upon the land or upon 
the sea. The two — vetween which the 
guarantee of peutrality and possession existed 
have analogous conditions witn respect to their 
territurial extension. Both have a leng line of 
coast on either ocean to protect as well as to im- 
prove. The possessions of the Unised States 
upon. the Pacific coast are imperiled in ex- 
tent of eXtraordinary growth. Even at 
thoir present stage of development they 
would suppiy the larger part of tae tratiic 
which would seek the advantage of the 
canal. The States of California and Oregon and 
the Territory of Washington, farwer in area than 
England and France, produce for export more 
than a ton of wheat for each inhabitant, and the 

entire treights demanding water transportation 
eastward, already enormous, are augmenting 
each year with an accelerating ratio. While the 
population and products of the Puc:fic slope are 
thus increasing upon a vast seaic, the railway 
system connecting the Gulf of Mexico with the 
interior and with the great lakes is being rapidly 
extended, thus affording additional facilities for 
enlarging the commerce that must seek coast 
line to the Paeific, of which the projected canal 
at Panama will form a part, one be as trulya 
channel of communication between the Eastern 
and far Western States as our own transconti- 
nental railway. It is the pion of this do- 
mestic funcuon of the long-seught waterway 
between the two seas that border the Republic 
which has caused the project to be recarded 
as of vital importance by this Govern- 
ment. The history of the enterprise is 
marked trom the outset by the numerous 
expeditions which have, from time to time, been 
sent out by the United States at large expense, 
to explore the various routes and tbus facili- 
tate the work wheu time should be ripe and the 
vast capital be fortheoming for the undertak- 
ing. if the proposed canal were a channel of 
communication near to the countries of the Old 
World, and employed wholly or almost wholly 
by their commerce, it might very properly be 
urged that the influence of the European Pow- 
ers should be large and justly commensurate 
with their interest. With the exercise of such 
influence the United States could find no fault, 
especially if assured of equal participation in 
the peaceable enjoyment of the commercial 
facilities so afforded. case, however, is here 
reversed, and an agreement between the Euro- 
pean States to jointly guarantee the neutrality, 
and ineffect to control the political character 
of a highway ot commerce remote from them 
and near to us, forming substantially a part of 
our coast-line and promisi to become the 
chief means of transportation between our At- 
lantic and Pacific States would be an extraordt- 
nary procedure, and would be necessarily viewed 
by this Government with grave coocern.

An essay of Mark Twain's in the region of 
romance might reasonably be expected to be 
original, whatever else it was; and his tale 
of “The Prince and the Pauper ”~of which 
we are able to speak at this date from sheets 
in advance of its publication—certainly will 
not disappoint this expectation in the reader. 
Like all other romances, it asks that the 
reader shall take its possibility for granted, 
but this once granted its events follow each 
other not only with probability but with 
realistic force. 

It can do it no harm with any reader who 
shall take it upto know its plot, for hé will 
ane it sufficiently interesting page by page; 

and we may frankly say that the romance 
asks us to believe that by a series of accidents 
the son of Henry II]. and a stout boy, whom 
he miraculously resembles, 
CHANGE PLACES, 

The young Prince, whe afterwards becomes 
Edward VL., fs thrust out of the palace gate, 
and falling into the hands of the pauper’s 
family, is accepted as their own, while the 
pauper begins life as the King’s son amidst 
the obsequious compliances of the courtesies 
among whom his freakish &xchange of 
clothes with the reai Prince has left him. 
Edward Tudor leads from that time on the 
life of a beaten and hunted beggar and 
tramp, and Tom Canty sees the other 
side of the ray of life which he once 
fancied so joyous, till they at last, by 
another series of accidents, meet face to face 
on the ?rince’s coronation day. 

A charming and useful! fact of the conceit 
is that each boy in his place loudly protests 
against the mistake that has been made: 
Tom declares that he isa pauper, the son of 
a beggar and a thief; Edward maintains 
that he is the Prince of Wales. Both 
are thought mad; the mock Prince is gradu- 
ally silenced in his assertions by the King’s 
command, which forbids him to utter them 
or his courtiers to notice them; but the real 
Priice proclaims his right to the very end, 
in ail preSences and circumstances. 

As it was once a favorit pastime of Tom 
Canty’s to fancy himself a King, and to form 
a ragged court of street boys about him, 
Edward’s declaration is regarded by Tom’s 
family as the crazy inveteracy of this fancy, 
and is met with blows and curses from Tom’s 
drunken father, and with tears and lamenta- 
tions from his mother and sisters. The Prince 
escapes from them, and finds 
A STEADFAST AND POWERFUL PROTECTOR 
in Miles Hendon, a soldier of fortune re 
turning from a long captivity to claim his 
father’s estates, This good fellow rescues 
the. Prince from Tom Canty’s father, and 
saves him from a mob. He thinks the boy 


fection for him: and the whimsical devotion 
with which he humors all the boy’s royal ex 
actions is charmingly studied. He finds that he 
must stand uncovered while his ragged pro 

tézé dines at his cost: that he miust sleep 
athwart the threshold while the Prince oc- 
ewpies his bed; andthat he must serve the 
poor little tatterdemalion at every turn. 
They wander down into the country, and 
afier mauy adventures and separations they 
reach Hendon’s home at last, and find Hen- 
don’s younger brother in -possession. The 
latter refuses to recognize the former, and 
denies bis identity: on Hendon’s furious 
protests and demand for the restoration of 
his property, the brother has him and the 
Prince—now King by Henry’s death—both 
thrown into prison. ‘The passages which de- 
scribe the life in this English jail are tull ot 
penetrating pathos and of an historical truth 
and fidelity which make us indifferent w all 
questions of mere verbal accuracy. 

THOSK HORRIBLE GOOD OLD TIMES, 
whatever tongue they Speak, live again in all 
their stupid cruelty, in all their sublimity, 
here: 

Hendon’'s arts all failed with the King—he 
could not be cOmforted; but a couple of women 
who were chained near him succeeded better.

MILL GIRLS. 
About one-fifth of the population of Pater- 
N. J.. consists of gitls who are em- 
Recent investigations 


into the watter show that fully 8,000 girls are 


employed in the silk mills, and that between 
2,000 and 3,000 are employed in the mills man- 


ufacturing other textile tabrics. These oper- 


atives are easily distinguishable from the 


rest of the population by traits and manners 


which are peculiar to themselves. 


A number are the daughters of farmers in 


other States, girls whose parents eked out a 
poor existence from a few acres of land, and 
who were therefore in early youth taught 
the value of a dollar. Their manners, when 
they first came to Paterson, were those of a 
shv country maiden, and many of them have 
retained that shyness, for in the mill they 
found themselves associated principally with 
compani 
mate oie habits, and their own intelligence. 
Tney found compa 
to i a living not only for themselves but 
also for such other relations as might be de- 

ndent upon them. 
mee by the Muney-Order Department of the 
Post-Office at Paterson is the most substantial

Most of the mill girls in Paterson were 


‘compelled to leave their howes and seek a 
living for themselves; 
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ters of honest and frugal mechanics or tarm- 
ers, and vice and dissipation wouki certainly 
not be looked for among these classes. Many 
of the present mill-girls were teachers in 
country schools, and these, as a rule, make 


the best operatives, and their work is in gen- 
eraidemand. Their wages run from $10 to 
$15 per week, and probably average $12, after 
deducting the time necessarily iost in put- 
ting new wraps into their looms and the de- 
lays sometimes occasioned by dull seasons. 
Such lost time is generally spent in making 
dresses, and the thousands of other occupa- 
tions which a girl away from home generally 
finds to while away leisure hours in. 

Uniess her purse is heavily drawn on by 
other sources, itis hardiy ever that a gir! is 
employed a year ina silk mill without own- 
ing a silk dress of herown. A stranger see- 
ing the mill girls on the promenade on Sundays 
or bolidays would certainly never suspect that 
they were employed at the bumb'e occupation 
of weaving silk, but would rather take them to 
be the daughters of well-to-do people. The 
girls themseives are, however, not at all satis- 
fied to call their occupation a humble one. They 
look down upon girls who do housework and re- 
gard them as their inferiors. They make more 
money than domestics, and when 6 o'clock comes 
their work is done, and they have the evening 
to themselves. The scarcity of good servant 
giris in Paterson is principally due to this fact, 
forasarule a good servant girl will makea 
first-class mill girl. Many giris from the coun- 
try come to Paterson to do housework with the 
intention of ultimately working their way into 
some mill; they work inthe kitchen for some 
time, but generally tind some companion who 
introduces them to the mill work. and then the 
girl bas washed her last dish and handied the 
scrubbing brush for the last time, for a mill girl 
would cuasider it degrading to go back to the 
kitchen. 

“There are isolated cases of wickedness, but as 
a rule the Paterson mill-girl may be giddy at 
times, but she is not wicked. In most of the 
milis, especially the large silk miliis, the ian- 


‘guage is as clean as the most fastidious might 


desire, and the girls on the streets, as elsewhere, 
deport themseives as ladies. There are some 
exceptions to this rule, and miliscan be found 
where the operatives indu/ge in the foulest and 
most objectionabie ianguage, where a visitor 
cannot pass through without being insulted, 
and where the teeth ot the girls show that they 
are subject to the degrading habit of snuff-rub- 
bing, and where their faces piaiuly deciare that 
their virtue is of the Bowery concert-saloon 
class. These milis are, however, very few, and 
do not manufacture the better class of govuds, 
for the hands cannot be depended on for care 
and diligence. When a girl from one of 
tnese mills succecds in obtaining employ- 
ment in one of the 0better-class  milis, 
which is not often the case, as 
manufacturers are careful to oblige their 
hands in this respect, she is soon made 80 un- 
comfortabie that she is willing to leave. She is 
subjected to ail the petty annoyances which 
women only could invent. She is ostracised 
from the companionsbip of those who work with 
ber, and geveraily goes back to the miil where 
she left her equals. At times even severer 
measures than these have been adopted in some 
ot the mills. It is_not long since that one of the 
mill superintende engaged a girl to work in 
the mill whuse reputation had suffered by ber 
being the complainant in a case of filiation be- 
fore the Recorder. AS soon as she took ber 
piace at the lvom the rest of the hands beld a 
consultation, and the result was that the super- 
intendent was asked to discharge her. He de- 
clined to do 80, declaring that the character of 
the girl did not matter so long assbhe wove well. 
The giris then left the mill in a-body, and ‘left 
the superintendent and his protégé torun the 
concern themseives. The discharge of the ob- 
noxious female on the tollowing day restored 
harmony. 

There ure many amusements which a mill girl 
looks forward to with as much certainty as she 
does her pay. Among these is the theatre. 
Paterson has a neat little opera-house, and is 
knewn in the theatrical world asa “good show 
town.” The reason of itis that the wmiil-viris 
are fond of the drama, and it is possibile at al- 
iInost any time to take a Paterson audience 
and start a silk-mill withit. The principal at- 
traction to the girls, however, is a circus, aud to 
work ona circus-day is looked upon with as 
much abhorrence as to work ou Sunday. Hun- 
dreds of instances could be cited of attempts 
on the part of manutacturers to contro! the 
bands when the circus parade began, and every 
one of these resulted in the discomfiture of the 
employers. It is estimated that Paterson this 
year bas already lost $150,000 by the three cir- 
cuses which have been there, and that she will 
lose $150,000 more by the three circuses which 
are reported as coming, and the girls contribute 
the largest portion of this fortune. It is the 
circus that interferes with the work in the 1nilis. 
In addition to this are the petty annoyances 
caused by the excursions of steam fire-engine 
companies and other societies and associations. 
A girl cannot find a substitute to take her place 
atthe loom on such days, andif she leaves it 
there is just that much power wasted and silk 
unwoven, so that in most mills absence is aiwavs 
followed by discharge. In order to give the 
giris somne amusement most of the mill proprie- 
tors orgahize excursions of their own, and nota 
Saturday passes but several hundred mill oper- 
atives go off on an excursion tothe seaside or 
up the Hudson. Rockuway seems be a favored 
piace, and Coney Isiand seems to be ignored al- 
together. The mill-owners generally contribute 
very liberally toward paying the expenses of 
these excursions, and in some instances pay all 
the costs themselves. Generally, however, the 
affair is gotten up by the hands, and a cvntribu- 
tion ia always expected from the firm. 

If Paterson is blessed with a respectable set of 


mili girls itis also provided with an indifferent | 


setof young men. The Jatter are generaily too 
proud to work in a mill alongside of a giri and 
make the same waves, and, besides this, the 
manufacturers would any time ratber have giris 
than boys. The result is that boys spend their 
time learning to measure calico or draw mo- 
lasses and bundle up sugar, services tor which 
they receive very little pay. The great number 
of giris attracted by the milishave made the 
supply of boys smaller than the demand. Boys 
are consequentiy at a premium, and it is not 
every girl who can afford the luxury of a 
*“*feilow.”” For some time the poverty of the 
boys was kept secret, and even at the present 
day agreat many are not wiiling to acknowl-

the services of a minister are not frequently 
called into requisition.

acter. Stiui there are quite a numbor of mar- 
ried women employed in some of the milis, fora 
good weaver can always tind empluyment, and 
in many cases habits of thrift and industry oa 
the partof the wives create habits of indolence 
on tne part of the busbanda. 

Such is the average life of the mill girls. Most 
of them remain at work unt'l they bave enough 
capital to do better, and while they are employed 
at the loum their life is certainly far trom being 
monotonous.

THE PRINCESS LOUISE. 

When the engagement of the Marquis of 
Lorne to the Princess Louise was announced 
itexcited in England very great surprise. 
Among the higher nobility the affair was 
generally thought a blunder, but no sort of 
jealousy arose, because an alliance with roy- 
alty was not by any means regarded as one 
to be desired. The “true inwardness” of 
the marriage is known only to a very few, 
but there is scarce a doubt that it was largely 
due to a desire to entirely wean the Princess 
from an attachment which she had formed 
fora gentleman whose position was such as 
to preclude all idea of her marrying him 
unless precedent and. etiquet were to be en- 
tirely set aside. At ‘the present time life in 
Queen Victoria’s home is by no means a gay 


and festive affair, but it is gayety itself com- 
pared with what it was for several years 
after the Prince Consort’s death. No 
young ladies in England led during 
that period a duller existence than the 
Queen’s daughters. At that time the studies 
of Prince ony om were directed by 
Rev. Robinson Duckworth.

THE DECEASED ROTHSCHILD.

MRS. ADA ROBERT. | 


‘A Judicial inquiry as to Her 
Mental Condition. 


She and Her Witnesses Swear 
She Is of Sound Mind, 


While Dr. Kilbourn and the Hospital 
ttendants Think Otherwise. 


Some of the Doctors Say She Mas Lucid Intervals, 
but Is Liable to Relapse into Lunacy. 


The habeas corpus case of Mrs. Ada Robert was 
on hearing before Judge Rogers yesterday,a large 
crowd gathering in the court-room to see her 
‘and bear the testimony. This is the woman, it 
will be remembered, who shot and killed Theo- 
dore Weber in May, 1879, and was tried and con- 
victed, but found insane, and sent to the asylum 
at Elgin. She claims that her mind is sound 


now, and hence wants her liberty. 

After some talk as to which side should begin, 
Judge Rogers beld that the return of Dr. Kil- 
bourn, the Superintendent of the institution, to 
the writ showed that Mrs. Robert was legally in- 
carcerated there, and that the burden of proof 
was On the relatorto show that the imprison- 


ment was unlawful. 
Acoordingiy Mr. W. W. O'Brien and Mr. For- 


rest, ber counsel, at once 
Cz ED MRS. ROBEBT TO THE STAND, 

She dressed in black, and looked quite 
pretty, though a little pale. She was in the box 
fur overan hour, and throughout the long ex- 
amination totest her memory conducted herseif 
in such a maoner and answered every question 
so clearly as to make a very favorable impres- 


sion. 

In reply to Mr. O’Brien, Mrs. Robert gavea 
detailed history of ber intercourse with Weber— 
an old story to the readers of ‘Tne TRIBUNE, and 
therefore it need not be repeated, She told how 
he had brought about the separation of herself 
and husband and induced her to become his 
mistress because be “couldn't live without 
her"; about the birth of the boy and Weber's 
note for $5,000 for nis support—ail her 
subsequent troubles growing out of Weber's 
failure to keep hig agreement. aud 
finally of her shooting him May 1, 187%, in 


griet on account of the drowning of her child, 
the newspapers bad calied her a bvlackmailer, 
and she was very much excited, baying no 
piace to live, and being unable to make a settle- 
ment with Weber. Sae remembered ber trial 
and conviction, and being sent to the asylum. 
When in jail at that time she saw Dr. Kilboura, 
but didn’t have muchto say to him. After 
wards, at the Asylum, abe told bim it was not 
necessary to bring her there when she was well 
—that for four months before the trialshe was 
in ber right mind. He said he knew sbe wasn't 
insane; that the whole thing was a fraud; that 
he was sick and tired of the inaanity dodge. She 
asked him what he kept berin the asylum for. 
He said 
“YOU WOULD sitooT EVERY MAN ON THE 
STREET,” 
and that she had to stay there sane or insane 
until he was satisfied she was ali right. Sbe in- 
quired if he ever would be satistied. He said 
maybe he would and maybe he wouldn't. In 
another talk he said he had many patients who 
were just as sensible a8 she was, but they were 
insane after all. She asked, if they were sensi- 
bic, bow he could teil they were not right. Ona 
the 14th of October she received a letter from 
her mother which had been opened and sealed 
up again. Sheasked Dr. Kilbourn for paper to 
write to ber lawyer. He said she had better 
drop the case: that she was not a woman of 
sound mind, and never should ve as long as he 
had auything to say about it; that she might as 
weil throw tbe money into Fox River, as 
get out of the asylum. 
nepileptic patient. Sbe never 
had bad an epileptic it. He said if O'Brien 
would come and Wake all the criminais out, he 
would be willing ti let her wo to the peviten- 
tiary for life—that ‘that was the place she be- 
longed. She was as well now as she had ever 
been in ber life, and could take cure of herseif 
if she bad ber liberty. She bad never been out 
of her mind, 

During the brief cross-examination by Statc’s 
Attorney Milis, Mrs. Robert, while vot excited, 
got a littie miffed when he referred to the 
“murder’’ of Mr. Weber. She calied it * kill- 
ing.”"" Her memory was good, she said, and it 
always bad been so—a iittle better now than be- 
fore 187¥, though, as to things of the past. 

JULIUS HEINBERGER, 

Deputy Clerk of the Circuit Court, testified that 
he was clerk of the Jaii when Mra. Nobert was 
there. He thought she was insane at times 
then. Sbe had improved greatiy, and he be- 
lieved now from ber conversation that she was 
sane. From May to November, 1879, she bad a 
dozen epileptic and bysterical fits. 

Franz Paimer, of No. S Halsted street, testi- 
fied that in his opinion Mrs. Robert was now 
sane. He testilied at the trial that she was in- 
sane. A good while ago be had seen her have 
fits. That was when she lived with him. Witb- 
outany excitement she would fall down, her 
face would be white, and she would be insensi- 
bie for three or four mioutes. She did not foam 
at the mouth. 

DR. J. ADAMS ALLEN 

testified that he never saw Mrs. Kobert until 
Wednesday in jail. when he bad a conversation 
of over two hours with ber. His object was tu 
ascertain the condition of her mind. He heard 
her testify. in bis opinion she was perfectly 
sane. He had no doubt about it from what he 
had seen and beard. Epileptica were not neces- 
sutily iusane. There were many of them around 
town in business. Epilepsy was not neceasarily 
insanity. 

Dr. N. B. Delamater, who has practiced for ten 
years, devoting bis attention fur the tast four 
specially to mental and nervous diseases, testi- 
fied that he taiked with. Mrs. Robert Tuesday, 
examined her pulse, temperature, etc., and bad 
no doubt that sbe was sane. He was of the same 
opinion still. The fact that she had epileptic fits 
several years ago did not prove that her mind 
was unsound. 

pr. B. P. Reynolds, who had also talked with 
Mrs} Robert this week, testitied that be was un- 
abie to discover any symptoms of insanity about 


her. 

At the afternoon session Mrs. Robert was re- 
called, and stated thai she had not had a fit since 
the first week in May, 1880. She had had a great 
dea! of trouble trom female complaints, baving 
spasms, etc., for ten oreleven years. She bad 
no tits at any other time. She was 4 years oid 
now. 

Augusta Poppendick, Matron at the jail, tes- 
tistified as to the fits Mrs. Robert had when in 
jail, three or four months before the trial. Be- 
fore having a tit she would be out of her head. 
From what witness Bad seen of ber lately she 
believed tha. she was perfectly sanc. 

This closed tne case for the relator. 

AN ASYLUM ATTENDANT, 

Helen M. Benton, a watcher in the female de- 
partment of the Kigin Insane Asylum, testified 
that she knew and had observed Mrs. Bobert 
while there. In January she was on the list for 
daily medicine, but refused to take it. March 4 
witness began watching at nigbt and saw her 
frequentiy. Mrs. Robert bad been uniformly 
noisy until the last five or six weeks. Some- 
times sbe was noisy all night, and sometimes 
not, She cried out, drew her bed to the window, 
and exposed her person; and sometimes would 
sleep in her clothing. She bad found her grovel- 
ing On the floor and in ber chair at night. With 
one exception she caused more trouble than any 
patientin the ward. She had seen her—~it wus 
about three months ago—seated in a chair 
clutching at the window and her clotb- 
ing, and frothing at the mouth. She had 
bad hysterical attacks quite frequently. Mrs. 
Robert was very irritable, and, in witness’ 
opinion, was irresponsible—not a safe person to 
be at lurge. She had heard her say that she 
had enemies in Chicago. 

On the cross, witness stated that she was di- 
vorced from her husband. She used to bea 
night watcher ai Jefferson, and went to Elgin in 
November to do general work as nurse. Nota 
week passed Ubat she had not had ocvasion to go 
ito Mrs. Robert's room. When sbe saw her 
propped upin bed at the window, Mrs. Robert 
suid she did that to get health. Witness did not 
“recornize”’ that she had asthma. She thought 
her conduct was a phase of ber insanity. She 
did not believe her word should be accepted. 
Dr. Stone, who preseribed for her, was not now 
at the asylum. 

“Didn't he go away a day or two after the 
writ of babeas corpus was served?’ 

*I don’t know.” 

Wituess frequently took lemons to Mrs. 
Robert's room, but did not Know that they were 
to remove the phiegm from her throat. Dr. 
Stone did not tel’ ber that Mrs, Robert was suf- 
ter from inflammatory catarrb. 

* Will you swear that Mrs. Robert ig not as 
sane and inteliigeut as you are?’ : 

r i do not propose to pass judgment on my- 

* Well,” said Mr. O’Brien, “we will have her 
pass an opinion on you.” 

ANNIE WALLACE, AN EX-NIGHT-WATCHER 
atthe asyium, testified that she had charge of 
the ward Mrs. Kobert was put into when she 
came. At times sbe was quiet and calm, at 
others very much disturbed and noisy, not sicep- 
ing atail, Witness had,been into her room, and 
seen ber standing before the wincow and heard 
ber taiking. Once witness looked out, and suw 
there was no person there. When asked, Mra. 
Robert said she was.talking to two mea and two 
ladies, and, afterwards, when questioned as to 
who they were, refused to teli, but said they had 
offered to take ber away with them, Witness 
bad seen her three times in violent spasms, ana 
lesser ones ‘““hundreds of times.” . She 

a very violent temper. When in 
carriage, at the time she was 
brought to court before, she cried and spoke a 
great deal about a man named O'Brien that had 
wronged her—that her mother had given him 
$150 aad he n't done what she expected bim 
to do; that Weber could bribe him to turn the 
case one Way or the other.

Robert boasted of what she bad done, and 

that was ove of the reasons why witness thought 

she was insane, If she suw a person in spasms, 

thougbt be or she was insane at that time. 

Robert said that the map U'’ Brien told ber 

that be didn’t believe she was insane, but he 

would put ber into the asylum for three or four 

montos to get recruited, and then be would get 

ber out; that Came to tbe asylum not long 
ago, and said at fires he would get hor ont, an 

afterwards that he could not. Sbe said he was 

one of the biggest rogues in Chicugo. 

* Why,” said Mrs, Robert, interrupting, “ that 
is what Sbe herself said.”’ 

Witness denied baving made such a remark. 
She was stopping at the Sherman House with 
Mrs. Benton, and sup her ¢xpenses were 
to be wT, the man wbo subpoenaed ber. She 
now worked in the Elgin Watoh- Factory. 

MAGGIE HOWE, AN EX-ATTENDANT 


in the asylum, testified that when she came 
there she appeared about as sane as now. She 
said she was pot insane—that she bad been sent 
there to recruit, and her lawyer had promised 
to get her out. He didn’t do s0,and she began 
to get worried and excited. She said she was 
atraid Weber would try to intiuence the doctor 
to keep her there. Afterwards she became 
irritable, and witness could do nothing with her. 
Bhe doubted every body—thought everybody was 
her enewy.,. Witness had seen ber have spasms. 
Witness did not say to O’Brien, during one of 
his visits, that she had never heard Mrs. Robert 
say an unkind word or do an uniladylike act. 
DR. KILBOURN, 

the Medical Superintendent of the Elgin 
Asylum, was the next witness, and, after telling 
how the institution was managed, said Mrs. 
Robert was admitted in November, 1679. In his 
opinion she was not fully and permanently re- 
stored from her insanity. For the first two 
months she was in a measurable state of repose 
—her deportment being such as to lead him to 
believe that she was not of unsound mind. But 
there were soon aiterwards manifestations of 
insanity. She was obetreperous—unreasonabie 
and provoking in her demands, and wade ex- 
travagant and untruthful statements with re- 
gard to nearly every event that happened in the 
ward. She had an altercation with a patient in 
the dining-room. 

“Do you know that of your own knowledge?” 

“IT do not, but beard about it from a retiable 
servant.” . 

An objection was made, but overruled, and 
witness went on to state that Mrs, Robert drew 
a knife and was about to inflict bodily injury 
when she was seized by an attendant and taken 
to her room. He bad never permitted her to sit 
in the dining-room afterwards. Her excite- 
ment and disturbed condidon of mind becaire 
more manifest from that time on; she became 
more irritable, fretful, exacting, and unreason- 
abie !n her demeanor towards everybody. In 
pebruary. 1880, she became noisy at night. In 
Marvh following she bad a bystero-epileptic 
convulsion. On recovery she begun to laugb. 
From that time oa she bad spasms fre- 
quently, sometimes in the daytime—not 
so severe, however, as at night—every week or 
two, and then skipa month. Sse would become 
delirious, and talk loosely about things—not be 
clear or decided—give evidence of wanderi 
and an indistinct recollection of what ha 
passed. [Mrse. Robert smiled.| True epileptic 
attacks bad been seldom—not over a dozen—but 
bysteric attacks hud been frequent. A combi- 
nation of hysterics aud epilepsy—what Mrs. 
Robert had—was dangerous. He didn't reward 
ber a8 a safe person to be at large. He never 
told ber that she was not insane. It was quite 
eommon tor insane people to have intervals 
when they talked rationally and connectedly 
upon every subject and gave evidence of nu es- 
sential abberation of mind “to speak of.” 

“1S EPILEPTIC INSANITY INCURABLE ?” 

“ I have never sees a case cured,”’ 

“Do you cali Mrs. Robert's trouble epileptic 
insanity?” 

“Yes, associated with the hysterical ele-

On the cross, witness denied having told Mr. 
and Mrs. W. W. O'Biriea, who were oa a visit to 
the asylum, that be (Kilbourn) had examined 
Dirs. Robert while in jail with a view of asacer- 
taining wbethber she was ineane or pot; that she 
was DO mere insane then than now, and that she 
was DO more insane than he (witness) was; also 
that be did not say that the insanity dodge bad 
become too frequent, and if peopie who evaded 
justice in that way got into his clutches they 
would stay there. He might bave said if a patient 
was placed ip bis charge where tbe piea of in- 
sanity had been set up and sustained, be ought 
to be morally and certainly sure that that per- 
sou bad thoruvugbly emerged from the thraidom 
of the disease before being allowed to go out 
again, and it was bis duty to see he didn’t get 
out. 

DR. JAMES 8. JEWELL 
testified that he had seen Mrs. Robert 
time of the trial . and recentiv. 
excitabie pow aud more at ease than she was 
then, but was one of that class of persons of ex- 
citable, unsettied, easily derunged, nervous tem- 
peraments. Kepeated attacks of epilepsy, al- 
most by the hundred, repeated attacks of som- 
natubulism. sleepless nights, manifestations of 
hysteria, etc., marked ber whole course from a 
girl, according to the evidence at the trial. His 
conviction then (it bad not changed) was that, 
whNe she might have temporary lucid iutervals, 
she was unsettied and ready, under slieht prov- 
ocution, to be unbalanced again. It was impos- 
sible tor her to recover 60 as to have a heaithy 
orgunizauon. 

On the cross be said that the violent death of 
her child by drowning and the desertion of her 
lover would most certainly be exciting causes. 

* Ia she sane or insane now?’ 

“She is us sane as such a person can be.” 

* Is she sane or insane now?” 

“I don’t know.” [Laugehbter.] 

DR. BROWER 
testified that Mrs. Robert's case was epileptic 
insanity ingrafted upon bysterical conditions—a 
cuse of hystero-epilepsy. She had been insane 
at least since the death of ber child. He had 
never known one afflicted as sbe was to recover. 
She might be ail right for mouths, but when she 
had another convulsion she would manifest vio- 
lent insanity. Lucid intervals happened in the 
history of every insane person, and be had heard 
such an one taik as well as she did on the stand. 

Un the cross he satd he expected to be paid for 
his services in testifying. 

DR. WALTER HAY 
testified that the positive evidence adduced led 
him to conclude that Mrs. Robert wan insane. 
Insane persons were sometimes very intelligent. 
The negative evidence—Mrs. Robert's testimony, 
and his interviews with her in the jail—was of 
no value whatever. 

The prosecution rested here. 

Mrs. Robert was calied in rebuttal and said 
she was not in the habit of shouting in her room 
at night 
“NEVER, NEVER, NEVER, 80 HELP ME GOD.” 
When sulifering pain she had cried out for a 
drink of water. Dr. Stone treated ber for spas- 
modic asthina. She coulda't breathe, and water 
ran out of her nose. Hot nights she moved 
ber bed in tront of the window. Sbe bad a 
sore arm and could not put it in the sleeve 
of her night-gown. She said the knife 
story was wholly false, She Knew noth- 
ing about § it. Spe had i had some 
words with Miss Howe because she bad reported 
her for throwing an old lady intoa cbair and 
kicking another patient. Miss Howe called ber 
“a murderess and lots of bad names. No attend- 
ant could say they ever saw her attempt tocut 
anybody with a knife. Aledy named Mrs. Miler 
did come to ber window. Dr. Kilbourn refused 
to let any of her friends come tw see her, and she 
wrote to them tothat effect. Une night she 
beard some one outside cailing “ Ada,’ and she 
saw Mrs. Miller, who told ber that a Mrs. Rebm 
had said that Mrs, George Weber had told her 
that she (Mrs. Robert) was not insane, but that 
George Weber had tixed it with tbe doctor to 
keep ber there.

THE GLASSBLOWERS. 


The Most Compact and Powerful 
Union in This Country. 


it Is Checkmated at La Salle by the importa- 
tion of German Workmen. 


The Difficulties Under:Which the Trade 
in This Country Labors. 


The difficulties between the Glassblowers’ 
Union and the De Steiger Glass Company, at La 
Salle, Lil, set forth in a digpateb which appeared 
in yesterday's TRIBUNE, only serve to illustrate 
the peculiar closeness which has long existed 
between this class of skilled labor and tne vir- 
tual tyranny which they have exercised over 
their employers. 

The company in question appears to have had 
@ particularly unpleasant experience with glass- 
blowers ever since it began business in La Salle, 
some two or three years ago. In the first place, 
the demands of the men were very arbitrary, 
ang often in direct antagonism to the interests 
of the company. This, in addition to the fact 
that foreign ware for certain purposes 
was superior to the home product, and was 
being imported in large quantities, in spite of 
the import duty of 30 per cent ad valorem, in- 
duced the company to look around and, finally, 
to adopt a plan which promised successful com- 
petition with foreign manufacturers. In short, 
the company resolved to 

IMPORT A LOT OF FOREIGN WORKMEN. 
They discharged their old union employés and 
sent one of the firm to Germany to bring over 
the required number of gliasebiowers from tbat 
country. Notwithstanding the severe pevaity— 
five years’ imprisonment—which, under the Ger- 
map emigration laws, attaches to the offeuse of 
offering inducements to German citizens to leave 
their country, the firm's representative 
succeeded in engagiug eigbty-six skilled work- 
men, although the union at La Saile had tele- 
graphed ahead to the German authorities the 
nature of bis errand, and had resorted to other 
tactics intended to secure his arrest and im- 
prisonment on a foreigu shore. But he wasn't 
arrested, and wasn't imprisoned. On the con- 
trary, he brought over the eighty-six foreigners 
and took them to La Sualie. On their arrival 
there the uniou used every possible means to in- 
duce them to join the organization. Failing 
in this, they endeavored to create misunder- 
standings between the foreigners and their em- 
ployers. They at last had to give up this, and 
turo their guns on the company through the 
‘columus of one of the brood of so-called labor 
organs. The attacks haven't amounted to 
much, however, exvept to expose the weakness 
of the union's position, and the company would 
seem to have gotten about ali the public sym- 
pathy there is afivat. 

THE GLASSBLOWERS’ UNION, 

until receitiy at least, has practically * bossed " 
all the giass manufacturers of the country. 
Nor, with the excepuon of the La Salle manu- 
facturers, dues any decided attempt appear to 
bave been made to break their power and get 
aiong without them. The union bas aiwuys 
been known as probably the most independent 
and the most solid trade organization in 
the country, and their strength was ex- 
hibited on one occasion when they are 
said to have “ staid out” a whole 
year, the members being “ey in the mean- 
time by the union's fands. nd right here it is 
just as well to explain why the organization was 
able to acquire 80 mucb strength and lord it over 
the manufacturers of the entire country. 

in the first place, glassbiowing is one of the 
highest branches of skilled labor. In addition 
to.cne matter of skill, it requires extraordiaarily 
good lungs and an unustial capacity for physical 
endurance. The atmosphere in which a giass- 
blower works is about ona par with that of the 
avernge roiting-mill. The work in the latter, 
however, is purely manual. In the giase- 
biower's case it is the tungs, and not 
the hands or arms, which teil. The 
number of g@iussblowers, for these 
reasons, is small indeed, as compared with the 
number of men fullowing other lines of employ- 
ment, either bere or abroad, thougb their nu- 
merical strength across the water is propor- 
tionpately greater than in this country. 

THE HEADQUARTERS OF THE TRADE, 
and, consequently, of the union itself, are at 


Pittsburg, the great glass-producing centre of 
the United States. Being few ia numbers, they 


are ull the more able to control their em pioyers | 


and dictate prices, and, as befure stated, have 
practically run things for years. Were there 
wore of them it would be difficult to build to- 
gether... As itis, they form one of the closest 
unions in the country, and the una- 
usually high wages they receive, 
with the fact that their numbers are 60 
limited, enable them, first, to accumulate a 
goodly sumin the union treasury; and, in the 
second place, to hold out longer and with more 
certainty of good, steady support during a 
strike than if the wages were less and the num- 
ber of people to whom the funds were to be dis- 
tributed greater. Their limited numtera, in 
other words, constitute a two-fold eiement of 
strength. 

The Ve Steiger Company, realizing this, took 
the most natural, and, in fact, the only way to 
crush their power and break their intluence— 
Viz.; 

BY IMPORTING GERMAN WORKMEN, 
unfettered by allegiance to any union, and thus 
increasing the number of giassbiowers in the 
country and opening the way to competition. 
There bave never been even balf as muny giass- 
blowers in this country as were wanted, and the 
result bas been that there was practically no 
competition whatever. in order to cement fur- 
ther their’ power it bas been the policy of the 
various unions steadily to restrict the number 
ot apprentices within very narrow limits. In 
short, the unions have been the closest kind of 
corporations, and the way they bave wicided 
their power over their employers made it prac- 
tically certain that sooner or later there must 
be a break-up. [t seems to bave been left 
to the De Steigere to take the _ initiative. 
How they will come out in the long run 
remains to be seen. If the problem were ieft to 
work itself out peacefully, th@e would prob- 
ably be no doubt as to the final triumph of the 
inanufacturera. Bat the giassblowers are said 
to be a peculiarly ugly set when once their 
“mad is up,” and, as «a local giass-dealer ex- 
pressed it yesterday, no one need be surprised 
to hear that the discharged union men at La 
Salle bave biown up the De Steigers’ factory, 
spoiled the pots, or executed some other species 
of deviltry. If the De Steigers happen to posses 
as much “sand” in their moral make-up as 
their bold stand thus far would seem to indi- 
cate, a few little set-backs of that sort 
will only nerve them to take a 
mere determined position, and fight the 
matter to the end. Afew summary arrests, 
speedy trials, and prompt convictions would 
teach these rebellious and destructive unionists 
a salutary lesson in good manners, while any- 
thing in the nature of dilly-daliying would sim- 
ply encourage them in their work of obstruction 
and depreduation. 

It muy perbaps surprise the average reader to 
learn that 
GERMAN GLASSWARE OF A CERTAIN KIND 
can be imported into this country, notwithstand- 
ing the duty of 3 per cent, and, because of its 
superivrity, ent into competition with tie 
home-made prodiétion. Such is the fact, how- 
ever, with certain kinds of manufactured giags, 
and among them the usetul, and, indeed, vaiu- 
abie,beer buttie—that is, the beer bottie which is 
intended to contain export American beer for the 
lovers of the walt compound across the waters. 
it is the prereduisit of this sort. of bottie that it 
shall be made unuéually strong in order to stand 
the steaming process necessary to their use as 
receptavies for export beer. For some reason 
or other a great many of the American-made 
botties, while answering all ordinary purposes, 
will not stand the steaming process, whereas the 
foreign-made botties will, The advent of Ger- 
man workmen, if the experiment shail prove a 
suceess, will probably change all this, for, with 
all the material necessary, and the same kind of 
workmen as those ewployed in Germany, there 
would seem to be no reason why American 
manufacturers shouldn't produce as good an 
article, be it a. beer bottie or anything else, as 
peopie on the other side of the Atlantic. 

Whether it cap be sold as low, however. is an- 
other question. 

THE PRICE OF AMERICAN GLASSWARE 


is much higher than it ought to be, and for two 
reasons: The high wages paid the union gelass- 
biowers and the duty on the imported chemicals 
which enter into the manufacture. The priaci- 
pai chemical in use is soda-ash, which is largely 
imported from Engtiand. Glassblowers in this 
country work trom two to five hours a day, and 
their pay will average more than $1 an hour. In 
Germany their earhings are a compurative pit- 
tance. When Judge Kelley was here a year or #0 
ago he announced, inthe course of a speech, 
that a workman in this country actually got 
more pay for putting on a little etching around 
the top of a tumbler than the whole finished 
giass was worth in the Old Country. The 
reader will no longer wonder at the 
ability of the German manufacturers 
to pay a duty of 30 percent on the giassware 
they import into this country and stili compete 
with the Amocrican manufacturers. It will also 
occur to him that the German glassbiower has 
every inducement to cross the seas tu a country 
where be can curn better wages, and the Ger- 
man manufacturers and the Uerman Govern- 
ment tu keep him right where he ia, instead of 
losing his vatued—becuuse cheap—labor,and thus 
lessening one of the means whereby they are 
enabled tacompete with their Ainerican rivais. 
No wonder the union men at La Saile * stood 
in” with the German authorities and tele- 
raphed them tobe on their guard fur the De 
resentative who was after German 
: e only wonder is that the latter 
proceeded so carefully asto get his eighty-six 
men without bringing up against a German jail. 
It is only within @ comparatively recent date 
that the manufacture of giass in this country 
was carried on to any great extent outside 
of Pittsburg. At nt, however, there is 
probably no other piace in the country where 
THE ONE PRIME INGREDIENT 
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bly on account of bad management, the 
manufacture of giass in Chieago has never been 
successfully conducted, altbough the cost of 
bringing the La Salle County sand here wouk! 
be comparatively little, and wood and coal are 
as cheap and as plenty here as elsewhere. In 
addivon to that, Chicago is the great lumber 
market of the Northwest. and, as ali the manu- 
factured giass is packed in boxes, the amount of 
aaqeves used up in that way is a very consider- 
able item. 


WISCONSIN LANDS. 


Prospect of an Early Adjustment of the 
Differences Between Wisconsin and 
the Government Regarding Swamp 
Lands. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Mapison, Wis., Oct. 28,—Gov. Smith and 
staff, who represented Wisconsin at the cen- 
tennial celebration of the surrender of Lord 

Cornwallis at Yorktown, Va., returned via 

Washington, While there the Governor im- 

proved the opportunity thus afforded for 

personally urging forward to an early ad- 
justment the claim of the State of Wisconsin 
on account of swamp lands, which claim he 
has been persistently pressing upon the con- 
sideration of the General Land Department 
during the whole of his administration. 

Numerous inguiries having been made of the 

Governor since his return relative to the 

present status of this work, he authorizes 

the following statement for the information 
of the public: He has already received 
from the General Land Department lists of 
about 175,000 acres of land approved to the 
State, and will receive within a tew weeks 
lists of about 100,000 acres more, The 
greater part of the last-named tracts will be 
indemnity lands for swamp lands disposed of 
by the United States Government for land- 
warrants prior to March 8, 1857. Prior to 
the same date the Government had also 
sold for cash about 120,000 acres of 
land now determined to be swamp, and 
under existing laws the cash received for 


| such sales will be paid to this &tate. The 


Governor confidently expects to receive this 
money before the close of the year. Thus 
there will be secured to the State about 400,- 
000 acres additional lands, or the equivalent 
incash. In addition to this, the right of the 
State has been established te about 100,000 
acres which have been disposed of by the 
Government since March 3, 1867, but there is 
no existing law authorizing indemnity for 
lands sold since that date. However, the 
right of the State to these lands being estab- 
lished and conceded by the General Land De- 
partment, there can be no question about ob- 
taining the necessary Congressional legisia- 


CORKHILL’S LU CK. 


His Escape from BRemoval as District- 
Attorney a Matter of Wonder. 

Wasninoton, D. C., Oct. 26.—District-At- 
torney Corkhill is regarded as an exception- 
ally lucky man, because he still retains his 
office. ‘It is not.easy to see how he is able 
to do so,”’ said a well-informed gentleman to- 
day, “for he is no longer: needed for the 
prosecution of Guiteau. An eminent law- 
yer of New York and another eminent law- 
yer of this city have been retained in that 
case for the Government. Owing to Cork- 
hill’s attitude toward the prosecution of the 
star-route cases and his relations to the de- 
fendants in those cases, President Garfield 
decided, just before he was shot, to put an- 
olner man in his place. On the lst day ot 
July he directed the Attorney-General to 
write to another gentieman, and invite him to 
take the office. The letter was written, but 
on the following day Guiteau’s bullet pre- 


so Corkhill remained and became the prose- 
cutor of the man who had unwittingly pro- 
longed his term of office. Then Gen. Arthur 
became President, and he also, after full con- 
sultation with counsel employed in the star- 
route cases and with other persons, decided 
to put another man in Corkhill’s plaee, but 
he remains in the office, and is lucky again. 
Il don’t think the President gains anything 
by delaying to execute his decision, for there 
are a great many persons who will not be- 
lieve that the Government is in earnest in the 
star-route prosecutions so long as Corkhill 
continues to be District-Attorney.”

MAYOR HARRISON AND THE TUG CAPTAINS, 

Mayor Harrison evidently means war against 
the tug captuins who persist in going through 
the draws of bridges when the “ red bail’’ is 
hoisted. Wednesday evening last the Mayor 
happeued to beat Madison street a short time 
after the bridge had been opened to let the tug 
Tom Brown through with the schoorér Alva 
Bradley. The HBradiey is a large tbree-master 
of nearly 7) tons, and the tug was towing ber 
siowly, a8 is proper with so largeavesael. While 
she was going through the west draw the tugs 
Hood, J. L. Higgie, and W. L. Ewing rushed 
through the east draw with light vessels in 
tow.. The “red ball” was up at the time, 
and that was what angered his Honvur and 
determined him to bave the tug Captains pun- 
ished. So yesterday he swore out warrants for 
their arrest. Officer Florence Donahue, the 
marine policeman, was detailed to make the ar- 
rests, which be did by reading the wurrants to 
Capt. Frank Auderson, of the tug J. L. Higgie 
(two charges); Capt. Bob Teed, of the tug Tom 
Flood; Capt. Arthur Napier, of the tug W. L. 
Ewing: and Capt. W. EK. Forsythe, of the tug 
Tom Brown (two charges). They all went to the 
Armory and gave bail for their appearance for 
trial. Now, the facts in regard to the “red 
ball"’ business are these: The ordinance re- 
quires that the “red bali”’ shall be raised 
over the bridges as soon as they are 
closed after the passage of a vessel or 
vessels and kept up for ten wminutes. 
The ordinance also requires that ves- 
seis shali ve stopped before reaching a bridge 
if the “ red ball" is up. That is all well enough 
if the “ bali’’ was lowered when tbe ten min- 
utes bave expired. But ninety times out of a 
hundred the bridge is swung with the “ red ball” 
up, the vessel pusses turough while it is up, and 
the bridge is clusec witb it stillup. Technicatly, 
a vessel has no right to pass through a draw 
while the “ ball” is up, and when a Captain 
takes his vessel through be is liable toa fine. 
Asat prescot managed, the * red ball’’ means 
nutbing. Seeing a bridge open, the tugman goes 
ahead. (f Mayor Harrisou will take a quiet 
stroll around the bridges a week or two hence, 
after the taik about the “red ball” 
has again died out, he will learn, if 
he wants to learn,why tugmen pase the draws of 
the bridges while the *“bali’’ is up. Make the 
bridgetenders raise and lower the “ red ball” 
at the proper time, and then if the tugmen vio- 
late the law give them the limit. Bridgetenders 
should be compelied to obey the law as well as 
the tugmen. A great deal of unjust indignation 
has been beaped upon the tug and vessel inter- 
ests by the citizens because of a misconception 
and ignorance of the urdinence relating to the 
open amd closing of the bridges. If a tug- 
man violates the ordinance he should be fined. 
if a bridgetender violates the ordinance through 
ignorance or laziness be should be bounced and 
a wan placed in the position who will attend to 
his duty properly. 

; THE REVENUE CUTTER ANDY JOHNSON. 

Capt. Davis, commander of the United States 
revenue cutter Andrew Johnson, reports that 
the Johbusou has traveled 7,487 nautical miles 
since the &th of June last, boarded and examined 
the .papers aud condition of 513 veseels, reported 
107 vessels for violations of the Federul marine 
jaws, assisted four vessels in distress, and saved 
the lite of one sailor. Besides the above service, 
the Johnson has been utilized to carry stpplies 
to the various life-saving stucions on the upper 
lakes.

GOODRICH'S NEW ICE-BREAKING TUG.

MANITOWOC, Wis., Oct. 28&—The Goodrich 
Traneportation Company's new tug, intended for 
service in Milwaukee barborasan ice-breaker 
during tne winter months, is rapidiy approach- 
ing completion at the yard of Messrs. Rand & 
Burger, in this city. Her model is lean aft and 
full forward, with a tapering stem and keel. 
This reduces the depth of aold torward 
materially, and is calcuiuted to enable ber 
to run out upon firm ice 80 as 
bear it down bodily with her weight. In order 
to gain the strength necessary for encountering 
and penetrating fields of thick ice, ber frames 
have teen made unusually heavy, and for a dis- 
tance of twenty-five teet trum the stem are set 
80 close together that they present the appear- 
ance of a solid wail of oak. Several heavy 
breast- hooks, running from the stem to the end 


. of this wall, and securely braced and kneed, 


serve to® knit the whole together so as 
to render it as firm as a rock. A water-tight 
vDulkbead across the end of this solid wall of 
oak promises absviute security agaiust sinking 
in the event that the ice should cause a break 
forward. The tug basa keel sixty-three feet 
long, and her length over ail is seventy-three 
feet four incbes. Her breadth of beam amid- 
ships is sixteen and a-balf feet, and greatest 
depth of held nine feet. The engines and boiler 
are being built by Mason, of Chicago. Tne 
former, two in number, Dave sixteeu-inch cylin- 
ders and eigbteen-inch stroke. The latter is six 
feet in diameter and eighteen feet long. 
This power, it is claimed, will be am- 
ple for the most severe service 
to be performed. The hullof the tug is to be 
sheathed with iron throughout ber entire length. 
Boiler-iron three-eighths of an ineh thick will 
> used to cover tne solid portion of the hull 
rward, and from this point aft No. 10 iron. It 
is calculated that in trim for service she will 
draw four feet of water forward aud eight und 
abaif feetaft.

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THE GRAIN TRADE. 


Summary of an Interesting Paper in 
the *“ International Review.°* 

The November nuwber of the Interna- 
tional Review contains a condeused history 
of the first cultivation ef grain in the United 
States, beginning with the early part of the 
seventeenth century, and a fall review of the 
statistics of the grain trade of this country 
forthe past sixty-one years, by Mr. R. H. Ed- 
monds. ‘The production of cereals,” the 
article says, “in the United States has at- 
tained such enormous vroportions, and the 
amount exported to foreign countries is so 
rapidly increasing, that the statistics of this 
trade, both past and present, ate of absorpb- 
ing interest to Europeans as well as Ameri- 
cans. In all the ramifications of the world’s 
commerce the American grain trade exerts a 
most potent influence.” Wheat, it is, stated, 
was firstsownin this country in 1602, on 
Cuttyhunk, one of the Elizabeth Islands, by 
Goswold, when he explored the coast. In 
Virginia wheat was sown in 1611 for the first 
time, and from that date it increased quite 
rapidly until, in 1648, it is recorded that thére 
were several hundred acres of it. 

In the Duteh colony of New Netherlands 
wheat was cultivated at an early date, and in 
1626 samples of this cereal were taXen to Hol- 
land to show what could bera in the new 
country. In 1608 the James River settlers, 
under the instructions of the Indians, began 
to raise corn, and in three years thirty acres 
were devoted to its cultivation. When the 
Pilgrim Fathers landed on Plymouth Rock 
they found the Indians raising corn, and 
under the teachings of the red men the Pil- 
grims began to grow it in 1621. Following 
the example of the Indians, the Pilgrims 
manured their land with alewives, then 
called “shad.” An early chronicler of the 
Pilgrims says: “According to the manner 
of the Indians, we manured our ground with 
herring, or rather shad, which we had in 
great abundance and take with great ease at 
our doors”; and later, * Youjmay see in one 
township a hundred acres together set with 
these fish. every re taking a thousand of 
them; and an acré thus dressed will produce 
and yield as much corn as three acres without 
fish.’’ Rye, barley, and oats were also intro- 
duced and cultivated by the early settlers. 
From these small beginnings the production 
ot the different cereals steadily increased, 
and at a comparatively early date this coun- 
try not only raised enough grain for its own 
needs, but each year, with a few exceptions, 
had a surplus for foreign shipment. 

During the four years, 1886,1887, 1838, and 
183%, the yield of wheat was very small, and 
it was necessary to import a considerable 
quantity from Europe to weet the deficiency 
in this country. In 1837 alene over 100 wheat 
and flour laden vessels arrived at the port of 
Baltimore from Europe, the bulk of the 
grain coming from Germany and Holland, 
although England sentus a few cargoes. 
‘The statistics of the export trade since 1820 
have been compiled with great care, and are 
presented in a concise form. The exports of 
wheat and flour from the United States 
summed up in five-year periods has been as 
follows (flour reduced to bushels in the 
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One of the mostimportant facts brought in- 
to spevtial prominence by the above exhibit 
is the large decrease in t relative propor- 
tion of flour shipped to foreign countries, 
compared with the exports of wheat. During 
the five years ended 1825 the exports of flour 
and wheat combined were 18,578,410 bushels, 
of which 99.61 percent was shipped in the 
form of flour: In the next five years the per- 
centage of flour was 99.46,a small decrease, 
and this was followed by 97.2 per cent for the 
five years ending 1855, and that in turn by 
¥1.7: then by 91.1, and steadily on down with- 
out a single exception tili for the five years 
ended 1872 the p.opertion of flour was only 
27.2. Taking each year after 1875, the falling 
off in the percentage of flour exported con- 
tinued steadily, with the one exception of 
1877 down to 1880, during wbich year the per- 
centage was 15.2, the lowest figures in the his- 
tory of the export flour trade. In the fiscal 
year Is80-"S1 there was a slight rally. 

For the sixty-one years ended L881, the ex- 
ports of corn aggregated 837,851,184 bushels, 
Valued at $530,902,136, while the exports of 
meal for the same time were 15,797,584 bar- 
rels, valued at $58,452,795, The aggregate 
value of theexports of breadstuffs from the 
United States for the sixty-one years ended 
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The Coal-Supply of Eangiand. 

Some twenty years agoa good deal of satis- 
faction was expressed in Enyviand when a well- 
known authority assured the public that the 
eoal-supply of the Kingdom, at the rate it was 
then being drawn upon, and after making due 
allowances for the increase in the demand inci- 
dent to new industries, would last for at ieast 
212 years. What Englishmen were to do for coal 
after the year 2072 did not appear, and perhaps 
the Englishmen of 1868 did not laboriously con- 
sider, but there was in the knowledge that coal 
would remain after they and their children, and 
perhaps tbeir grandchildren and great-erand- 
children, had gone, a sense of felief from pre- 
vious anxiety. More recently it bas been found 
that England's supply of coal is greater than it 
was estimated in 1863 to be, but, at the same 
time, the rate of consumption has increased 
faster thun it was then supposed it would in- 
crease. in 1863 about 86,000,000 tons were annu- 
ally taken out of the mines of the United King- 
dom, and the increase per year bad been for 
tive years before something less than 3,000,000 
tons per year. Against the 86,000,000 tons of 
eighteen years ago we bave now an annual out- 
put of 147,000,000, rons, instead of about 138,00v,- 
000, which would be the quantity had the rate of 
increase remained where it was. However, the 
rate of increase has not been constant. Its 
average has been about 3,250,000 tons yearly, but 
in 1872 and 1873 it was below that, and in (589) it 
was far above it—rose, in fact, to 12,000,000 tons, 
which is the largest increase on record. But in 
spite of all this there dues not appear yet to be 
anything like the economy that there might be 
in the use of coal. In the matter of its —— 
tions, complaint is made that men are still using 
it “wastefully and eatravagantiy.”” Some 
progress, however, bas been accomplished, as in 
the production of pig-iron, which consumed, in 
i872, fifty hundred-weight per ton, con- 
sumes now only forty-four, or, in the produc- 
tion of steel rails for use in the piace of iron 
ones, the steel consuming now iess than two and 
one-half tons of coal, whiie the iron used to 
consume five tons, or more than twice as much.
